Gentlemen On April 6,1896, I received 
from John J. Davis, who was Assistant Con¬ 
troller under my predecessor, Mr. K. 8. 
Morrow, the following letter, to wit: 

“Pittsburgh, April 6, 1897. 

**H. I. Goukley, Esq., 

“City Controller, 

“Pittsburgh, Pa. 

“Dear Sir:—I herewith present for payment 
the following transfers for refunding of over- 

f mld taxes In the city of Pittsburgh, aggregat¬ 
ing $2 669.59. The same being in compliance 
with the decree of court. Decision rendered 
September 14, 1889, and as jwr resolution C. C. 
No. 1(M3, adopted March 10, 1890, and ap¬ 
proved by the Mayer, March 13, 1890. 

“Yours respectfully, 

“John J. Davis.” 
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Section 23 of the new charter, approved 
June 14, 1887, provides, as follows: “The 
Board of Assessors shall assess all property 
taxable for city purposes at its actual cash 
value, provided that no property shall be as¬ 
sessed for a less amount than the price paid 
for it at the last recorded sale, except when 
reductions are made for improvements re¬ 
moved or destroyed.” 

In tiie first assessment made after the pass¬ 
age of this charter, the Board of Assessors 
fixed the valuation of certain properties for 
taxable purposes at the prices shown by the 
last recorded sales, according to the provision 
of the charter above quoted, 

Borne of the property owners affected by 
this assessment appealed to court, and Judge 
Blagle rendered an opinion, in which he 
stated that the Board of Assessors erred In 
fixing certain valuations at prices shown by 
last recorded sales. The Board of Assessors 
have this opinion, but were unable to find it 
this morning. Under this decision some 
1,200 taxpayers were entitled to have overpaid 
taxes refunded, amounting in the aggregate 
to about $10,022. In March, 1890, your honor¬ 
able bodies passed a resolution authorizing 
and directing the Controller to issue his cer¬ 
tificates on the Mayor for warrants in favor 
of the persons named for the amounts set op¬ 
posite their names, for refunding taxes in 
compliance with the decree of court, and 
charge the same to Contingent Fund, provi¬ 
sion having been made in the Contingent 
Fund in 1890 for this purpose. 

Under this resolution, about 250 persons 
called at the office of the Controller for their 
warrants, and received in the aggregate about 
$3,500. Those who did not call did not receive 
their money. The amount still due various 
persons is about $7,000. During the past few 
months. Mr. Davis, the former Assistant Con¬ 
troller, bought up the claims of about 2fy0 or 
300 persons, amounting in the aggregate to 
$2,659.09, and has recently presented said 
claims to me and demanded payment. I 
have submitted the matter to the City At¬ 
torney, and he advises me that as these 
claims have been fixed by a decree of court 
they will have to be paid. As I have stated, 
the total amount still due is about $7,000. 

No provision was made this year in the 
Contingent Fund for such an expenditure, as 
the claims referred to had not been brought 
to my notice in time to have them incorpor¬ 
ated in the Appropriation Ordinance. If the 
money Is paid out of the Contingent Fund 
tills year, ft will leave the fund exhausted be¬ 
fore the fiscal year expires My own judg¬ 
ment Is, that the claims should go over until 
next year, when provisions can he made for 
their payment in the Appropriation Ordin¬ 
ance of 1898. Should your honorable bodies 
think differently, I inclose a resolution pro¬ 
viding for their Immediate payment. Should 
you pass the resolution, I will pay the claims 
and charge the amount to Contingent Fund. 
I have, as briefly as possible, presented the 
facts for your information.

Brown, Direc¬ 
tor of the Depa rtment of Public Safety, of the 
city of Pittsburgh, lias beeu guilty of offenses 
which in their opinion justify his dismissal 
from office; said offenses being as follows: 

The said J, O. Brown In the year 1895, being 
at that time Director of the Department of 
Public Safety, undertook the letting of the 
contracts for, and the supervisions and di¬ 
rections of, the erection of a building on Sixth 
avenue in said city, to be used as a general 
office for the said Department of Public 
Safety.

The said architect thereupon changed his 
specifications, ami prepared, or had prepared, 
new specifications, in accordance with the 
requirements of said Instructions, which said 
specifications so prepared were approved and 
adopted by the said J. O. Brown. 

Said J. O. Brown well knew at the time lie 
gave such Instructions, and at the time he ui>- 
proved the plans and specifications as 
changed In accordance therewith, that the 
same would exclude from competition most. 


if not all, of the work and materials which he 
required to be particularly specified, and the 
said instructions were given by the said J. O. 
Brown with the purpose of excluding compe¬ 
tition therein, and for the purpose of securing 
the contract for said work and material for 
the persons specified in said instructions, to 
wit: The contract for the stone for Booth & 
Flinn, Ltd.; the contract for the electric light 
plant for the \Vestinghouse Electric Co.; the 
contract for the cells for the Van Dorn Iron 
Co.; cantract for the elevators for Otis Bros.; 
the contract for the plumbing work for the 
•Standard Manufacturing Company; contract 
for heating and water for Kelly & Jones, and 
the contract for the hardware for A. F. Keat¬ 
ing. 

The undersigned further represent and 
charge that at the time said instructions were 
given, and specifications prepared and the 
contract for the building let, the firm of 
Booth A Flinn, Ltd., of which firm Wm. Flinn 
was Chairman, was the only party that could 
furnish blue Ligonzer stone according to the 
plans and specifications for the said building, 
and an arrangement had been made with the 
said firm for the purchase of said stone from 
them at the price of $31,500, a sum. Largely in 
excess of its value. 

In the plans and specifications adopted, 
and on which the contract was let, it was 
specified that “All stones of these two princi¬ 
pal fronts are to be of an approved quality of 
blue Ligonicr block stone,-free from any im¬ 
perfections whatever.” And that “the main 
entrance on Hixth avenue and window di¬ 
rect ly above shall be constructed of an ap¬ 
proved blue Ligonicr block stone, cut, mould¬ 
ed and set in the best manner,” said specifica¬ 
tions having bee# introduced into said plans 
and specifications In pursuance of the instruc¬ 
tions of the said J. O. Brown, as contained in 
said letter of February 27,1895, above quoted. 

The advertisements for proposals for the 
construction of said building way made under 
date of July 29,1895, and called for bids to be 
delivered to the Controller until 12 o'clock M, 
on Friday, August#, 1895, 

Prior to either of said dates the said .T. O. 
Brown had made a private agreement with 
the said firm of Booth <fc Flinn, Lid., by 
which said firm was to be given the contract 
for furnishing the blue Ligonicr stone called 
for by said contract, and to receive therefor 
the sum of $31,500, and said firm had com¬ 
menced to get out the stone for said building, 
having been furnished with the working 
plans thereof to enable it to do so. 

Under date of June 24, 1895, more than a 
month before the advertisements for bids and 
nearly two months before the letting of the 
contract, Whn. Flinn, Chairman of said firm 
of Booth A Flinn, Ltd,, made application to 
the architect for the tracings to enable him to 
begin work, as will appear by the following 
letter: 

PiTTSBUKUH, Pa., June 24, 1895. 
Charles Blekcl. Architect, No. 524 Penn ave¬ 
nue, Room 82, City: 

My Dk ah Hi ItI have scon Director Brown 
and Controller Hour ley to-day, and they have 
agreed to lot us start on the working plans 
and get some stone out for the new building. 

Please arrange that we may get the tracings 
on Wednesday, in order to take them with 
me on Thursday. 

Yours respectfully, 

[Signed] Wm. Flinn. 
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Sn.it] tracings; was furnished to him, and 
long before said advertisements for bids the 
said firm began to prepare the stone for the 
building, in pursuance of said private ar¬ 
rangement with said J. O. Brown. 

Under date of August (», 1895, the said firm 
sent to the paid architect the following com¬ 
munication, informing him that the price for 
the. stone to be furnished by the said firm for 
said building was 831.500. 

PITTSBURGH, PA., August 0, 1895. 
Mr. Charles F. Bickel, Architect, Pittsburgh, 
Pa.: 

Dear Sir:—W e will furnish the stone f. o. 
b. cars Pittsburgh, for the Public Safety build¬ 
ing, according to the changes made from the 
old to the new specifications, for the sum of 

831.500. This stone is to be all dressed and 
ready for setting, and to be in accordance 
with your specifications.

Said letter was sent to the said architect in 
order that he might inform bidders of the 
price which would have to be paid the said 
tirm for said stone, and said information was 
given to aU bidders, who included the same 
in their bids. 

C. A. Balph, who was the lowest bidder for 
said building, also included said sum in the 
bid made by him, at which the contract for 
said building was awarded to him, and the 
stone for said building was furnished by the 
said firm of Booth & FI inn, Ltd., and the 
price named by them, to wit: the sum of 8*11 
500, was paid therefor by the city, said price 
being at the rate of $1.15 per cubic foot for the 
stone on the cars. 

The undersigned charge that the effect of 
this arrangement was to exclude all compe¬ 
tition for supplying the stone for said build¬ 
ing and to secure the contract therefor for the 
said Booth & FI inn, Ltd., at the price fixed by 
them without competition, and that the price 
which they received for said stone was far in 
excess of the market value thereof, and of the 
price which could be obtained for it in an open 
and fair competition, and was far in excess of 
the price at which other parties were willing 
to furnish stone of as good quality and 
equally suited for the purpose for which it 
was used; and that by reason thereof the city 
was compelled to pay the said Booth & Flinn, 
Ltd., 81b,(XX) for said stone more than the same 
was worth, and more than equally good stone 
could have been obtained for from other par¬ 
ties. The plans and specifications required 
about 10.000 cubic feet of stone, and the under¬ 
signed charge that before the contract for said 
building was let the said J. O. Brown knew 
that granite prepared according to the plans 
and details could and would be delivered f. o. 
b. ears in the city of Pittsburgh for the sum of

The undersigned further charge that by di¬ 
rection of said J. <■). Brown specifications for 
the electric light plant were prepared by an 
employe in the Department of Public Safety; 
that the said J. (). Brown subsequently deci¬ 
ded not to use the specifications so prepared, 
and at his direction another set of specifica¬ 
tions for tills purpose were prepared by an en¬ 
gineer said to be in the employ of the West* 
lughouse Klee trie Co. 

These specifications were by direction of 
said .1. O. Brown so prepared that they could 
not be filled by any party except by one of 


the West inghouse com panics, and the same 
were adopted and approved by the said J. <). 
Brown with full knowledge of this fact. 

The contract for the electric light plant was 
awarded under the specifications so prepared 
to the Westing house Klee trie Co. by the said 
J. O. Brown. When the award of the contract 
came before Councils objection was made to 
it because it was alleged that there had been 
two sets of specifications, and the .said J. O. 
Brown then withdrew the award. New specl- 
cations were then drawn up by the same 
party and approved and accepted"by the said 
J. O. Brown. Said new specifications were so 
prepared as apparently to throw' the contract 
open to general competition, but as a matter 
of fact by reason of certain technical require¬ 
ments, intentionally inserted therein, they 
could not be complied with without the use 
of patents controlled by the Westinghouse 
Klectrie Co.: .said specifications were approved 
by the said J. O. Brown with the knowledge 
of this fact, and in consequence thereof the 
contract was awarded to Westinghouse, 
Church, Kerr & Co., it and the Westinghouse. 
Electric Co. being composed practically of the 
same parties. 

By reason of the manner in which the plans 
and specifications for said building were pre¬ 
pared, in pursuance of the instruct!onf con¬ 
tained in said letter of February 27, 1895, com¬ 
petition for the cells and iron w T ork and for 
the elevators was excluded, and the contract 
for the cells and iron work was awarded to 
the Van Horn Iron Co., Cleveland, Ohio, and 
for the elevators to Otis Bros, at the prices 
fixed by them. 

In said instructions of February 27, 1895, the 
Standard Manufacturing Co. was designated 
as contractor for the plumbing work. This 
was subsequently changed, and by the direc¬ 
tion of the said J. O. Brown the contract for 
the same was given to J. L. McShane A Co. 

In the general specifications for said build¬ 
ing and in the advertisement for proposals 
for the erection of the same, dated July 29, 
1895, the said J. O. Brown required “each 
bidder to submit to me for examination or 
approval or rejection all the bids of all sub-con¬ 
tractors.’ 1 In the sixth paragraph of the con¬ 
tract made by him to C. A. Balph he required 
“alt the cell and iron work connected with 
cell department of the said building shall be 
awarded to and done by the Van Dorn Iron 
Co., of Cleveland, Ohio; all the elevators re¬ 
quired or used in or about the said building 
shall be furnished by Otis Bros.; ail plumbing 
required by the said plans, and specifications, 
and proposals and this contract, or any tiling 
to be covered thereby, shall be aw arded to 
and done by the firm of .J. L. M('Shane & Co.” 

No mention is made in said contract of the 
fact that the stone should be furnished by the 
said firm of Booth A Flinn, Ltd., but under 
date of August 12, 1895, being the day on 
which the award was approved by Council, 
but before any contract had been entered 
into the said firm of Booth A Flinn, Ltd., 
sent the following communication to the 
architect, by which it is clearly shown that 
they w'ero proceeding to cut out the stone for 
said building, to wit: 

Pittsburgh, Pa , August 12,1895. 
Mr. Charles F. Bickel, Architect, City. 

Dear Sir:—W ill you kindly oblige us wdth 
the floor plans of the Public Safety building, 
as w«dl as the other detail of the building as 
soon as possible for use at our quarry, and 
oblige, Yours truly,

In reporting the award of the contract for 
said building to C. A. Ralph the saidJ. 0. 
Brown did not inform Councils of any of said 
private arrangements. The proposal of the 
said C. A. Baiph on which the award was 
made and on which the approval of Councils 
was secured contained the following certifi¬ 
cate: ‘T hereby certify that this proposal is 
made without any connection witn any per¬ 
son or persons making any bid or proposal 
for the aforesaid work 

The said building was erected under .said 
plans and specifications and the contract and 
private arrangements hereinbefore set forth, 
and the said sub-contractors named furnished 
the materials and did the work required of 
them, and were paid the prices agreed upon 
therefor as hereinbefore set forth, said prices 
being largely in excess of the value of said 
materials and work, and in excess of the 
pi ice at which the same could have been ob¬ 
tained for the city In open and fair competi¬ 
tion. 

The undersigned therefore charge the said 
.1. O. Brown with improper and illegal con¬ 
duct. as above specified in violation of the law 
and ordinances of this city by reason whereof 
competition for the supply of work and ma¬ 
terial for the erection of the said building for 
the use the Department of Public Safety 
was prevented, and the contract therefor 
awarded to the said sub-contractors selected 
by said J. (). Brown, and at prices fixed by 
them by private agreement with the said J. O. 
Brown, thereby doing great injustice to other 
bidders and causing great loss to the city.

This is the first edition of the digest pub¬ 
lished since 1884, and the probabilities am 
Uiat. it will be even a longer period before 
there will be such radical changes in our mu¬ 
nicipal Jaw as will require another edition. 
In the meantime those which are now dis¬ 
tributed in the public offices will probably be 
depleted by loss and otherwise and will have 
to be replaced. Recurring council manic elec¬ 
tions will be continually bringing In new 
members of, who will have to be supplied. 
Applications will be made from other cities 
for their libraries, and other municipal gov¬ 
ernment will ask for exchanges. 

I see no good reason why each Councilman 
should have three copies. One copy if taken 
care of should be sufficient, In 1K84 l,00l) 
copies were ordered by Councils, only one 
copy awarded to each Councilman,and at the 
present time there are no surplus copies nf 
the edition left over. The present edition is 
but 500 copies, costing the city 8(5,0'K), or 812 per 
volume. 

Why each Councilman should have two ex¬ 
tra copies awarded to him at a cost-of $24 to 
the city, when he eunnot possibly have use 
for more than one copy is something that 1 
can see no good reason for, unless Councils in 
their wisdom have become of the opinion 
since the edition was ordered that it is in ex¬ 
cess of all possible demand there rnay be for 
the work and that they must therefore liber¬ 
ally give away two extra copies to each of its 
85 mem tiers at a cost to the city of 82,040. 1 
must confess that this seems to me poor 
economy and by no means a step forward 
toward reform.

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This, In my opinion, Is all the distribution 
which should be made out of the 500 copies at 
present, and should outside parties desire 
them they can readily obtain them at $7.50a 
copy, which is $4.50 per copy less than they 
cost the city. 

The above distribution would leave 352 
copies on band and the number sold should 
be restricted to 10). This would leave 252 
copies on hand to meet tin* wants of Council- 
men hereafter elected, to replace losses, and 
to provide for exchanges with other cities. 

As It is hardly possible that there will be 
another edition for years to come I decline to 
attach my signature to the resolution In its 
present form considering the award of three 
copies to each member of Councils as unneces¬ 
sary and extravagant.

it is not competent to the committee to divide 
itself into sub-committees among whom to 
apportion or delegate its own function.”

Joseph O. Brown, respondent to the charges 
preferred in this case, respectfully answers 
and says* 

1 It is admitted that in the year 1895, the 
respondent being at the time the Director of 
the Department of Public Safety, undertook 
the letting of a contract for, and the su¬ 
pervision and direction of the erection 
of the building on Sixth avenue, to be 
used as a general office for thesaid de¬ 
partment, and also that under the acts of 
Assembly and the ordinances of the city, it 
was the duty of the respondent as such Direc¬ 
tor, to secure to the city of Pittsburgh, the 
benefit and advantage of fair and just compe¬ 
tition between bidders, and at the same time 
to close every avenue to fraud, and to all 
species of favoritism inconsistent with mak¬ 
ing the best choice and selection for the city 
in all matters requiring the exercise of dis¬ 
cretion, and with these ends in view to award 
such contract after due publication to the 
lowest responsible bidder. 

2. The charge that the respondent in disre¬ 
gard of Ills duty secretly conspired with vari¬ 
ous parties to secure for them contracts for 
various parts of the work to be done, and 
materials to be furnished for said building, 
at prices agreed upon, without competition 
and to the exclusion of all others from com¬ 
petition for such work and materials, is 
denied, 

3. In answer to the charge that sometime 
prior to February 27. I8D5, the respondent em¬ 
ployed Charles Blcltcl, an architect, to pre¬ 
pare plans and specifications for the building 
referred to, and that such employment was 
without any authority and before the erec¬ 
tion of the building had been authorized or 
any money provided or appropriated there¬ 
for, the respondent says that the facts in rela¬ 
tion to this accusation are as follows: On 
January 28, 1895, the Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh passed a resolution authorizing 
and requesting the Mayor to appoint a com¬ 
mittee of nine representative taxpayers, to 
examine into t he question of the enlargement 
and improvement of the water supply, and 
the Improvement of the parks, boulevards 
and public buildings, In pursuance of which 
the Mayor appointed Messrs. Robert Pitcairn;

B. F. Jones, J. J. Vandergrift, Charles F. Mc¬ 
Kenna, M. M. Garland, T. H. Given, Durbin 
Horne, James Lappan and James Hemphill 
as such committee, which, after investigation, 
reported, recommending among other things 
that $500,000.00 be provided for the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety, and that $205,000,00 of 
such amount be used for the erection of a 
suitable building for that department. After 
the making of such reportj and in pursuance 
of an ordinance of Councils, approved Janu¬ 
ary 15, 1895, the question of increasing the in¬ 
debtedness of the city and setting apart $500,- 
000.00 for the use of the department for such 
purposes, was submitted to the electors of the 
city at an election held on February 19, 1895, 
and, by a large majority, the election was 
carried in favor thereof and authorized the 
same. In view of the action thus taken, and 
the fact that it was essential to the efficient 
administration of the affairs of the depart¬ 
ment, that it have suitable offices at the earli¬ 
est practicable date, the respondent conceived 
it to be bis duty as director of such depart¬ 
ment, to proceed without delay towards the 
erection of a building as recommended. The 
respondent was not an architect, but appreci¬ 
ated the importance of having one for the 
erection of a building suitable for the purpose 
and of the magnitude and cost proposed. 
Charles Bickel had been, prior to that time, 
engaged in behalf of the city as architect in 
the erection of various buildings. From the 
fact that Councils had so often approved of 
his employment as architect, and tbat his ex¬ 
perience as such in behalf of the city should 
nave fitted him above all others to prepare 
plans and specifications in accordance with 
the requirements of the law and the ordi¬ 
nances of the city, the respondent considered 
it proper to confer with him in relation to 
ore paring plans and specifications for the 
building proposed, anti accordingly did so 
from time to time, giving to him general in¬ 
structions as to the requirements of such 
building, and at all times charging him that 
the design of the building must be such that 
tiie cost thereof should not exceed $205,000.00, 
the amount named by the committee. No 
question was raised as to the authority for 
his employment and it was well understood 
by Mr. Bickel that, as had been the practice 
in years past, he took all risks of the city 
councils and the controller approving of his 
appointment and providing for the payment 
for his services after the same should be ren¬ 
dered. Subsequently the respondent entered 
into a formal agreement with said Bickel for 
his employment as supervising architect., 
subject to the employment of inspectors by 
the respondent, which contract was after¬ 
wards ratified by councils. 

4. It Is admitted “That the said architect 
prepared plans mid specifications which, if 
used, would have permitted free and open 
competition for the work and materials called 
for,” and that the respondent refused to ap¬ 
prove of t he same and required the architect 
to make various alterations therein, but the 
refusal was not for the reason that the plans 
permitted of competition. The respondent 
also admits that he signed and delivered to 
the said architect in the City of Pittsburgh at 
or about the date thereof, a letter bearing 
date of February 27, 1895, addressed to Charles 
Bickel, Ksq., Architect, purporting to be 
“Some suitable suggestions” with respect to 
the plans and specifications, a copy of which 
letter is embodied in the charges of thesaid 
accusers, but the respondent denies that the 
said letter was anything else than that which 
it by its language purported to be, and also 
denies that he made any requirements of said 
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architect by means of said letter, in pursu¬ 
ance of any purpose on the part of the respond¬ 
ent to prevent competition, or with respect 
to whom should he contractors. The truth In 
relation to this charge and to the refusal of 
your respondent to approve of the plans and 
specifications and requiring alterations there¬ 
in, it is averred, is as follows: On or about 
February 27, 1 Hilo, the architect represented 
that lie had prepared suitable plans and spec¬ 
ifications for trie erection of the proposed 
building, and the respondent being about to 
advertise for bids and proposals in accordance 
therewith, took occasion to examine the 
same with care and make investigation with 
a view to ascertaining whether or not. the 
building contemplated thereby would be suit- 
able ana come within the requirements as to 
cost. As a result thereof the respondent 
found that the plans and specifications so 
prepared were made in disregard of the in¬ 
structions given by him to the architect, and 
was convinced that bids could not Ik? pro¬ 
cured in accordance therewith and within 
the limit of $205,000.00. After examination of 
the plans and specifications, the respondent, 
on February 27, 1895, hurriedly dictated to the 
architect the letter of that date, believing that 
It contained, as herein stated, ‘‘Some suitable 
suggestions/’ Immediately upon the receipt 
of such letter the architect cut down his plans 
and specifications as then prepared, so as to 
largely reduce the cost of the building as con¬ 
templated by them as at first prepared, and 
our respondent proceeded to advertise for 
kls and proposals in order to determine 
whether the building could be erected in ac¬ 
cordance with the plans and specifications as 
thus changed within the limits of $205,000.00 as 
fixed by the committee ; and, in pursuance of 
such advertisement, bids were received on 
March 22, 1895, as follows:

March 2.5. 1895, as Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety, the respondent openly 
and publicly announced in Common Council 
Chamber that he rejected ail the bids and 
proposals received on March 22,1895. for the 
erection of the Public Safety building, and 

f ;ave as a reason therefor that the bids were 
argely In excess of the amount authorized to 
be expended, and this announcement was 
given great publicity. 

It Is admitted that the architect, on the re¬ 
ceipt of the letter of February 27, 1895, pro¬ 
ceeded with the oinking of changes In his 
specifications and prepared, or had prepared, 
new specifications, having some regard to ihe 
suggestions contained in said letfer, but it is 
denied that the specifications when so altered 
and prepared were approved and adopted by 
your respondent. Upon the contrary, your 
respondent avers that after receiving and re¬ 
jecting bids as before mentioned, your re¬ 
spondent gave to the architect further di¬ 
rections and some suitable suggestions In 
writing under date of March 27.1895, directing 
him to further alter and cut down his plans 
and specifications in mnnj* respects, to the 
Cud as stated therein, that the building 
might he substantially as good as at first con¬ 
templated and come within the requirements 


as to cost. In pursuance of the directions so 
given and the repeated urgent requests of the 
respondent the architect made still further 
changes in the plans and specifications for 
such building, for the purpose of bringing it 
within the requirements as to cost, and, upon 
being assured by the architect that he had so 
changed the plans and specifications, making 
them proper in all respects, your respondent, 
again on April 3», 1895, advertised for bids and 
proposals for the erection of the building, and 
in pursuance thereof on May 18, 1895, he re¬ 
ceived and opened bids therefor as follows:

At this time the question had arisen and 
suit had been instituted for the purpose of 
determining the validity of the bonds of the 
city, about to be issued to provide money, 
among other things, to pay for the erection oi 
the proposed building, and for this reason 
action was deferred in the matter of acting 
upon bids. On July 17,1895, the respondent, 
received a communication from Charles A. 
Ralph, the lowest bidder, to the effect that 
there had been a great advance in the price of 
labor, and also of iron; that if the work had 
been started within reasonable time after his 
bid bad been submitted the building could 
have been plastered before freezing weather 
set in, but that it could not then be put under 
roof before winter, all of which would increase 
the cost of the work to him, but that bis bid 
of $189,300 would stand as submitted, provided, 
that there would be a sum added to all 
wrought Iron and steel work equivalent to 
the advance on said material after his bid was 
tendered, and on the following day Mr. Balph 
submitted to the respondent a statement 
showing that the advance in iron subsequent 
to the submission of the bid amounted to 
$6,180.21. Tn consequence of the position 
taken bv Mr. Ralph, he being the lowest 
among the bidders submitting bids on May 
18,1895, and for the further reason that the 
respondent believed that by advertising again 
still lower bids might be received for the 
erection of the proposed building, he openly 
and publicly in Common Council chamber, 
July 27, 1895, rejected all the bids as submitted. 
Thereupon the respondent directed the archi¬ 
tect, to again change and alter the plans and 
specifications so as to further reduce the cost 
of the building with a view to getting the 
greatest possible amount of com potion be¬ 
tween the bidders coming within the cost 
price, and accordingly the architect made 
further changes in the plans and specifica¬ 
tions as directed, and having done so the re¬ 
spondent again, and for the third time, on 
.July 29,1895, advertised for bids and proposals 
for t he erection of the proposed building in 
accordance with the plans and specifications 
I as 1 hen prepared and received bids on Aug- 
t nst 9, 1895, as follows :

At the time of the submission of the bids 
on May 18,1895, the said Charles A. Balph, 
being the lowest bidder, then represented to 
the respondent Hint the stone work, brick 
work, plastering, carpenter work and paint¬ 
ing would bo done by men employed directly 
by himself, and, at the time of the*submission 
of the bid by the said Charles A. Ralph on 
August 9, 1895, he then being the lowest bid¬ 
der, represented to your respondent that he 
would have no sub bidders whatever and that 
he proposed furnishing nil of the materials and 
labor for the building himself, and further set 
out In his proposal that it was made without 
any connection with any person or persons 
making any hid or proposal for the work, and 
your respondent had no reason for knowing 
or beiieving that the represontaii ms so made 
by him were not true. On the same day, to 
wit, August ft, 189-j, after examination of the 
hills and the considcraiion of the same in 
connection with the architect, your respond¬ 
ent awarded the ('oiitmct for the erection of 
the proposed building to Charles A. Ralph for 
the sum of $180,400 he being, as your respond¬ 
ent believed, the lowest responsible bidder, 
and immediately thereafter your respondent 
reported the same to Councils, whereupon the 
matter was referred to the Committee on 
Public Safety, which committee after exam¬ 
ination and consideration thereof affirma¬ 
tively recommended the approval of the 
award to Councils, and on August 12,1805, the 
Councils passed a resolution to the effect that 
the contract so awarded to Charles A. Ralph 
on August ft, I8ft5, for the erection of the Pub¬ 
lic Safety building for the sum of $180,400 be 
approved, and which resolution was there¬ 
after approved by the Mayor. Anil the re¬ 
spondent avers that he refused at first to ap¬ 
prove of the specifications for the reason that 
a building could not he erected in accordance 
therewith and within the limit fixed by the 
committee as to cost, and that his purpose in 
directing changes in the specifications was 
simply to point out how, in nis Judgment, the 
specifications might he best cut down so as to 
assure the erection of a building that would 
best answer the purposes intended and come 
within all the requirements. 

And your respondent further avers that the 
plans and specifications as at first prepared 
so us “to permit free and open competition 
for the work and materials called for,” were 
not changed or altered in any way so as to 
affect free and open competition thereunder, 
but on the contrary, the plans and specifica¬ 
tions remuined the same as at first, prepared 
with respect to the freedom of competition. 


5. The respondent denies the charge of his 
accusers that lie well knew at the time he 
gave the instructions (meaning the letter of 
February 27,1895.) that the same would ex¬ 
clude from competition most, if not all, the 
work and materials which he required to be 
specified, and he denies that such letter did or 
could have such effect. It is also denied that 
the same was given for the purpose of exclud¬ 
ing competition, and for the purpose of secur¬ 
ing the contract for said work and materials 
for the persons specified in said instructions 
(meaning said letter) to wit: The contract for 
the stone to Booth & Flinn, Limited; the con¬ 
tract for the electric light plant to the West- 
inghouse Electric and Manufacturing Co.; 
the contract for the cells to the Van Dorn Iron 
Works Co.; contract for the elevators to Otis 
Brothers; tiie contract for plumbing to the 
Standard Manufacturing Co.; the contract for 
heating to Kelly & Jones, or the contract for 
the hardware to A. F. Keating. And it is 
averred that the letter was not so understood 
by the architect, and that he did not under- 
Bland from it that it was intended that he 
should prepare specifications therein, pro¬ 
viding that pari icular persons were to have 
contracts, us charged by the accusers. 

Upon ilie contrary, the architect understood 
from the letter that it was intended by the 
respondent among oilier things, that with re¬ 
spect to the stone, JLigonier block stone of a 
bluish lint, rather than a gray, should be pre¬ 
scribed, or (as another mode of describing the 
same kind of stone) that Ligonter building 
stone of the type commonly known in this 
community as the Booth & Flinn stone, 
should be specified; that, in the specifications 
for the light plant, the appliances should be 
of the type or kind described in the catalogue 
of the Westinghouse Electric and Manufact¬ 
uring Co., and in like manner the articles 
manufactured and catalogued by the Van 
Dorn Iron Works Co., Otis Brothers, Standard 
Manufacturing Co., Kelly & Jones and Yale & 
Towne, should each he regarded as the 
standard in iis particular line, and your 
respondent avers that the architect so under¬ 
standing the letter acted in accordance there¬ 
with, and in each case specified in the plans 
and specifications the kind or type indicated, 
taking the same as tiie standard; and lie was 
careful, where any manufactured tiling was 
referred to, to provide in each instance that 
the article of the kind or type described 
should be supplied, or its equivalent, or some¬ 
thing equally as good, or words to that, effect. 
The respondent further avers that the plans 
and specifications were drawn so as to Invite 
and admit of the greatest competition 
possible consistent with tiie selection of the 
kind of material and prescribing the nature of 
tiie work (without which fair competition is 
impossible), and that the charge so made in 
relation to excluding competition and secur¬ 
ing tiie contracts for material and labor to 
particular parties is not supported by the 
facts as 1 .1 what occurred when the contract 
was awarded. 

6. It Is denied that, on February 27, 1895, or 
at any subsequent time, the firm of Booth & 
Flinn, Limited, was the only party that 
could furnish blue Liyonier sioue according 
to the plans and specifications for said build¬ 
ing. Upon the contrary, the same could have 
been furnished by various persons and from 
different quarries situated in the vicinity of 
the Booth and Flinn quarries. And the 
respondent further denies Unit there was at 
any time prior to the letting of the contract 
to C. A. Ralph any arrangement made, of 
which he had any knowledge, with the firm 




















of Booth & Flinn, Limited, or any person or \ 
persons, for the purchase of stone for said 
building at. any price. 

7. It is admitted that in the plans and 
specifications adopted and upon which the 
contract was let (and subsequently approved 
by councils), it was specified that ‘‘All stones 
of these two principal fronts are to be of ap¬ 
proved quality, of blue Ligonier block stone 
free from any imperfections whatever," and 
that "The main entrance on ftlxth avenue 
and window directly above, shall lie construc¬ 
ted of approved blue Ligonier block stone, 
cut, moulded and sot in the best manner,” 
and the respondent does not feel called upon 
to answer for the same having been specified 
thus carefully. It is not intended to admit, 
however, that, as charged, the specifications, 
in relation thereto were introduced Into the 
plans in pursuance of my instructions con¬ 
tained in the letter of the respondent of 
February 27 th, 1895. 

8. It is admitted, as before stated, that, the 
final advert! sc me n Is for proposals lor the 
construction of the said building were made 
under date of July 29,1895, and called for bids 
to be delivered to ihe Controller until 12 
o’clock noon on Friday, August 9,1895; but It 
is absolutely false, as charged, that prior t.o 
either of said dateB the respondent had made 
a private agreement with the said firm of 
Booth & Klinn, Limited, by which the said 
firm was to be given the contract for furnish¬ 
ing the blue Ligonier stone called for by said 
contract, and to receive therefor the sum of 
$31,500.00, or any otl i fir suin, 

9. The charge that prior to either of said 
dates, viz: July 29,1895. a.nd August 9,1895, 
the firm of Booth <fe Flinn, Limited, com¬ 
menced to get out the stone for said building, 
and had been furnished with the working 
plans thereof to enable it to do so, the re¬ 
spondent cannot of his own knowledge, either 
affirm or deny, and for the same reason the 
respondent can neither admit nor deny the 
charge that "under date of June 2-1, 1895, 
more than a month before the advertisement 
f«>r bids, and nearly two months before the 
letting of contracts, William Flinn, chairman 
of said firm of Booth & Flinn, Li mi ted ? made 
application to said architect for tracings to 
enable him to begin work,” as shown by let¬ 
ter purporting to be signed by William Flinn, 
addressed to Charles Bickel, architect, dated 
Pittsburgh, Pa,, June 21, 1895, a copy of which 
Is set forth in said charges, setting forth 
among other things “that the writer has seen 
Director Brown (meaning the respondent) 
and Controller Gourley that, day, and that 
they have agreed to let them (meaning Booth 
it Flinn, Limited,) start on the working plans 
and get out some stone for the new building,” 
and reqnesting the architect to give them 
tracings. But the respondent says that it is 
not true, as stilted in said charges, 44 that long 
before said advertisement for bids the said 
firm began to prepare stone for the building 
in pursuance of a private arrangement with 
the respondent.” The respondent further an¬ 
swering says t hat it Is admitted that William 
Flinn, about June 24, 1895. requested the re¬ 
spondent to instruct Mr. Bickel to give them 
working plans, so that they might commence 
getting out stone for the Public Safety build¬ 
ing, at the same time stilting that they would 
do this at their own risk ; that they had a lot 
of skilled men waiting for work, and request¬ 
ing that the matter be arranged as suggested, 
but the respondent did not comply with such 
request., and stilted that if Booth A Flinn did 
commence work they would take the chances 
of thetr stone being used, and that no arrange¬ 
ment could be made. 


It Is also denied that the respondent and 
Controller Gonrley, on June 24, 1895, or at any 
other time, agreed to let Messrs. Booth A 
Flinn, Limited, or the said William Flinn, 
start on the working plans and get out some 
stone for the new building. Upon the con¬ 
trary, Controller Gonrley and the respondent 
refused to give to William Flinn any ot the 
plans in relation to the said building prior to 
the letting of the contract therefor; and, it is 
further averred that if the said William Flinn, 
or Booth A Flinn, Limited, got any such 
plans they procured them without the knowl¬ 
edge or eonseht of the respondent. 

10. It is not denied that the firm of Booth 
A Flinn, Limited, sent to the architect a leb 
ter, bearing date August 0, 1895, a copy of 
which is embodied in said charges, informing 
the architect, that, they would furnish stone f. 
o. b. ears Pittsburgh for the Public Mafety 
building, all dressed and ready for setting in 
accordance with the specifications for the 
same for the sum of $51,500. But the respond¬ 
ent had nothiug to do with such letter, and 
was not at the time informed that such letter 
was sent, and is not now informed of the 
purpose of sending it, further than the same 
may be gathered from its contents; and is, 
t herefore, unable to admit, or deny whether or 
not it was intended as charged that the letter 
was sent in order that the architect might in¬ 
form bidders of the price which would have 
to be paid to the said firm for stone, and the 
respondent is unable to shite whether or not 
the architect gave such information to all the 
bidders, or as to whether such bidders includ¬ 
ed the same in their bids. The respondent, 
however, was at the time informed by the 
said Charles A. Balph, to whom the contract 
was awarded, that bis proposal was made 
without any connection with any person or 
persons, with any bid or proposal for any 
such work, and that he laid entered into no 
arrangements whatever with any sub-con- 
tractors or bidders. 

11. The respondent says that he has no in¬ 
formation enabling him to either admit or 
deny the charge made, that the said Charles 
A. Balph included the said sum ($31,500) in 
the bid made by him at which the contract 
was awarded to him for said building, but it 
is a fact i hat the stone for said building was 
furnished by the said firm of Bootli & Flinn, 
Limited. 

The respondent is unable to state whether 
or not, as charged, the price named by Booth 
A Flinn, Limited, to-wit, the sum of $31,500, 
was paid for the stone furnished by them, or 
what rate was paid for such stone on the cars, 
for the reason that, as the work progressed 
on the said building, payments were from 
time to time made on the sworn estimates of 
the architect, showing the amount of mate¬ 
rials furnished, and labor done, less lu per 
cent, retained; that such estimates in some 
cases include siono delivered at the building, 
in other cases include stone in place in the 
building, and that ills impossible for the re¬ 
spondent to uncertain from the estimates so 
furnished by the architect with respect to 
which the payments were made, how touch 
of the moneys paid to Mr, Balph were paid on 
account of stone furnished by Booth & Flinn, 
Limited, on the cars f. o. b. Pittsburgh; and 
the respondent further avers that It wus no 
part, of his duty to know how much Charles 
A. Balph, the contractor, paid or agreed to 
pay for stone or for any other materials 
placed in such building, as Unit was a private 
matter of Mr. Balph’s with which theclty had 
no concern. 

12. In response to the charge "That the 
effect of this arrangement” (meaning the 
recret arrangement alleged to nave been en- 
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tered into by the respondent) “was to ex¬ 
clude all competition for supplying the stone 
for said building, and to secure the contract 
therefor for the said firm of Booth & Flinn, 
Limited, at the price fixed by them without 
competition.' 7 the respondent denies and 
brands as false the statement that there ever 
was any such arrangement, and avers that 
there being no such arrangement, there was 
not and could not have been, by reason there¬ 
of, any such effect or result as charged. 

The respondent is not able to shite whether 
or not, as charged, “The price which Booth A 
Flinn, Limited, received for the stone was far 
in excess of the market value thereof and of 
the price which could be obtained for it in 
open and free competition, and was far in ex¬ 
cess of the price at which other parties were 
willing to furnish stone of as good quality and 
equally satisfactory for the purpose for which 
It was used,” for the reason that he is not 
sufficiently informed in relation to the market 
value and prices at which the stone could 
have been obtained from other parties, or of 
the prices at which other parties were willing 
to furnish stone of as good quality and equal¬ 
ly satisfactory for the purpose, to warrant 
your respondent in making comparisons of 
prices. And your respondent cannot answer 
this charge for the further reason Umt lie does 
not know what price, if any, Booth A Flinn, 
Limited, received for the stone furnished by 
them to the contractor. 

It is denied, however, that for any reason 
the city “was compelled to pay the said 
Booth A Flinn. Limited,” as charged, “the 
sum of $13,000 for said stone more than the 
stone was worth, and more than equally good 
stone could have been obtained for from other 
parties,” Upon the contrary, the city was 
not compelled and did not pay Booth A Flinn, 
Limited, anything for such stone, the price to 
be paid therefor being a matter between 
Booth A Flinn, Limited, and the contractor, 
and of no concern whatever to the city, the 
contract being let as a whole. 

The respondent has not sufficient informa¬ 
tion to enable him to make any statement in 
relation to the number of cubic feet of stone 
in said building, and, therefore, neither ad¬ 
mits nor denies the statement contained in 
the charges to the effect that, “The plans and 
specifications required about 10,000 cubic feet 
of stone 1 ” but the respondent denies the 
charge, “that before the contract for said 
building was let the respondent knew that 
granite prepared according to the plans and 
details could and would he delivered, f. o. b. 
cars In the city of Pittsburgh for the sum of 
$l-),. r )00.” But as to this, the respondent avers 
that the plans and specifications never con¬ 
templated the use of granite In the erection of 
such building. 

13. In response to the charge made, “That 
by the direction of the respondent., specifica¬ 
tions for the electric tight plant were pre- 

f wired by an employe of the Department of 
hi Idle Safety, that the respondent finally de¬ 
cided not to use the specifications so prepared 
and at his direction another set, of specifica¬ 
tions for this purpose were prepared by an 
engineer, said to he in the employ of the 
West! nghmise Electric Company, and that 
the snccificatlmis were ho prepared that they 
could not be filled by any party except one of 
the Wcstinghousc companies, and that the 
same were adopted and approved by this re¬ 
spondent with the full knowledge of this 
fact,” the respondent says he gave directions 
to Charles Bickcl, the architect,about. August, 
180ft, to prepare tnc specifications referred to 
and expressly instructed him to so prepare his 


plans and specifications as to provide for com¬ 
petition in the goods offered, and that the 
said architect proceeded with the preparation 
thereof. It is denied that these specifications 
were, bv direction of the respondent, so pre¬ 
pared that they could not be filled by any 
party except one of the Westinghouse com¬ 
panies, ana that, the same were approved and 
adopted by this respondent with the full 
knowledge of the fact; and it is admitted that 
for reasons hereinafter given, it was subse¬ 
quently decided not to use the specifications 
so prepared, and that by the direction of the 
respondent another set of specifications for 
this purpose were prepared, but. not by any 
engineer who was in the employ of any west- 
inghouse company. 

14. It is denied that, as charged, the con¬ 
tract for the electric light plant, was awarded 
under the specifications so prepared by the 
architect to the Westinghonse Electric Com¬ 
pany by this respondent., and that when the 
award came before Councils objection was 
made to it, because it was alleged there had 
been two sets of specifications, and that this 
respondent then withdrew the award. The 
facts in relation to the matter, it is averred, 
are as follows: 

On September 7, 1800, the respondent being 
assurrea by the said Charles Bickel that the 
plans and specifications for the light plant as 
prepared by him were in all respects proper 
ana so as to permit of free competion, and be¬ 
lieving the same to be true, advertised forbids 
and proposals, in accordance therewith, and 
such bias were received on September 2t, 1890, 
as follows:

On September 23, lHftii. the contract for the 
electric light plant was awarded to Westing- 
house, Church, Kerr A Co. for $13,300, it being 
the lowest bidder, and was presented to Coun¬ 
cils for approval September 28.180ft, and there¬ 
upon, without any objections being made In 
Councils, the matter was referred to the Com¬ 
mittee on Public Safety. At the meeting of 
the Committee on Public Safety, held on 
October 12, ISftft, Mr. Geo. H. Stengel, one 
of the said accusers and o member of said com¬ 
mittee, charged that there were duplicate sets 
of specifications for the light, plant, and then 
produced a paper from his pocket and pre¬ 
sented the same to the committee, showing 
that two different sets of specifications had 
boon Issued from the architect's office, where¬ 
upon the respondent publicly culled upon the 
architect for an explanation, and, in the pres¬ 
ence of the committee the architect admitted 
that irregular specifications had come from 
Ins office, and, at the Lime, fulled to give a 
satisfactory explanation thereof. The re- 
spondon! immediately asked the committee 
to return the resolution to Councils with a re¬ 
quest that, the matter be referred back to t he 




















Director of the Department of Public Safety 
for midvcrtlKing, and the same was accord¬ 
ingly done. 

15. It is denied that, as charged, new speci¬ 
fications then were drawn up by the 
same party and approved and accepted by 
tiiis respondent, if it js intended by the langu- i 
age used to charge that the new specifications 
were drawn up by the architect, or hy anyone 
in 1 lie employ of the Westinghouse Company. f 
The fact is that your respondent, with the aid 
of the electrical engineers employed in the j 
Bureau of Electricity, prepared new specifica¬ 
tions, and neither the said Biekel or any per- 1 
son in the employ of the Westinghouse Com¬ 
panies, or of any other company, had any 1 
part therein. It is true, as charged, “That the | 
said new specifications were prepared as to 
apparently throw the contract open to com¬ 
petition,” and they did admit of the freest 
competition. It is denied “That as a matter 
of fact by reason of certain technical require¬ 
ments Intentionally inserted therein they 
could not be complied with without the use 
of patents controlled by the Westing house 
Electric Company.” Such specifications ex- 
pressly provide “that it is the intent and pur¬ 
pose thereof to permit free and full compe¬ 
tition upon the electric light plant described 
therein, and that If in any manner, shape or 
form the things mentioned therein arc cov¬ 
ered hy patents, throwing out full, free and 
open competition, in such case the equivalent 
therefor may be inel tided in the bidder’s pro¬ 
posal.” 

It is true, as charged, that the specifications 
as prepared by the respondent, with the as¬ 
sistance of employes in ids department, met 
with ills approval; and further, that in pur¬ 
suance of such specifications, your respond¬ 
ent on November ‘20, IMG, again advertised for 
bids in accordance therewith, and on Decem¬ 
ber 9, 1800, received bids thereon, as follows:

And the contract was thereupon awarded 
to Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co., it 
being the lowest responsible bidder, 

16. It is denied that by reason of the man¬ 
ner in which the plans and specifications of 
said building were prepared, in pursuance of 
instructions contained in said letter of Feb¬ 
ruary 27, 1805, competition for the cells and 
iron work and for the elevators was excluded, 
and that the contract for the cells and iron 
work was awarded to the Van Dorn Iron 
Works, Cleveland, O., and to Otis Bros, for 
elevators, at the price fixed upon by them. 
Upon the contrary, it is averred that the con¬ 
tract for the erection of the Public Safety 
building was made between the city and the 
said Charles A. Hal pi i, as contractor, for the 
building completed as a whole, awl that, no 
contract was entered into between the city 
and the Van Dorn Iron Works or Otis Bros. 
And it is further averred that neither was the 
Van Dorn Iron Co. or (His Bros, mentioned in 
the specifications referred to. And it is fur¬ 
ther averred that the specifications were 
drawn us to the cell work and for the eleva¬ 
tors in such manner that any person or per¬ 
sons other than the persons named, with 
proper facilities and competent to do such 1 


work, might have performed the same. The 
respondent further states that upon the said 
Ralph giving notice that he had awarded the 
celt work to the Van Dorn Iron Co. and the 
contract for elevators to Otis Bros, neither of 
them was disapproved as a sub-contractor. 

17. The charge that in said instructions of 
February 27, 1805. the Standard Manufactur¬ 
ing Co. was designated as contractor for the 
plumbing work, and that this was subse¬ 
quently changed by the direction of your re¬ 
spondent and the contract for the same given 
to J. L. McWhane & (Jo., is denied. Upon the 
contrary, it is a verred that no contractor was 
designated, or intended to be designated, 
under the said letter, and in the specifications 
upon which t.hc contract was let the only 
reference to the Standard Manufacturing 
Company was in a paragraph in relation to 
the plumbing, which reads as follows: “All 
the main drains, soil, waste, vent, water and 
and rain-water louder pipes are to be of extra 
heavy cast iron enameled pipe and fittings of 
Standard Manufacturing Company’s make, 
or its equal, subject to the approval of the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public Safety or 
architect.” At no time was the Standard 
Manufacturing Company in any manner 
designated as contractor for any part 
of the wt«rk on said building, and it is de¬ 
nied that there was any change made by the 
respondent, or direction given by him, to the 
end that any contract should be made with 
J. L. McShane & Co. It is true, however, that 
Charles A. Ralph, the contractor, named .1, L, 
McShane & Co. as sub-con tractors for the 
plumbing work, and that the respondent did 
not disprove thereof In pursuance of the right 
reserved to approve or reject sub-contractors, 
as before mentioned, 

18. It is denied, as charged, that in the gen¬ 
eral specifications for the said building, and 
in the advertisements for proposals for the 
erection of same on July 20, 189n, the respond¬ 
ent required “each bidder to submit to him 
for examination and approval or rejection all 
the bids of all sub-contractors.” And it is 
averred that the provisions in the general 
specifications and the ad vertiscment for pro¬ 
posals in relation thereto is in the following 
words; “The Director of the Department of 
Public Safety reserves the right, In conjunc¬ 
tion with the architect, to require each bidder 
to submit to tiim for examination and ap¬ 
proval or rejection the bid or bids of all sub¬ 
contractors; and the respondent avers that in 
inserting such provision the sole purpose 
thereof was to guard against the contractor 
employing unskilled, incompetent and irre¬ 
sponsible suicontractors, to attempt to do 
any portion of the work, and In inserting 
this provision your respondent was simply 
performing his duty in the matter. 

19. It is admitted that in the sixth para¬ 
graph of the contract made by the respond¬ 
ent with (J. A. Ralph lie required that “all the 
steel and iron work connected with the cell 
department of s dd building to be awarded to 
and done by the Van Born Iron Co., of Cleve¬ 
land, Ohio; that all the elevators required or 
used in or about the said 1 ml Id lug shall be 
furnished by Otis Bros., and that all plumbing 
required by the said plans and specifications 
and proposals In this contract, or anything to 
lie covered thereby, shall he awarded to and 
done by the firm of J, L. Methane & Co. It is 
averred that the reason for so doing was that 
after the awarding of the contract bn August 
0, 1805, and prior to the making of the con¬ 
tract with said contractor on September 12, 
1805, the contractor had notified the respond¬ 
ent that tiie persons referred to in the forego¬ 
ing paragraph had been designated hy him to 
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perform the work referred to in the respective 
departments. And in this paragraph of the 
contract referred to care was taken to protect 
such sub-eontractors as well as to guard the 
city against being involved in any manner 
by reason of any attempt to assign the con¬ 
tract, or any part thereof. 

20. It is admitted, as charged, that “no 
mention is made in the said contract of the 
fact that the stone should be furnished by the 
said firm of Hooth & Fiinn, Limited,” and 
the respondent is uninformed as to whether, 
as charged, the letier bearing date August 12, 
180"), signed by Hooth & Fiinn, Limited, and 
addressed to Charles Hickel, architect, was 
sent to the architect before any contract, had 
been eniered into, and therefore neither ad¬ 
mits nor denies the same, and knows of no 
reason why he should be called upon so to do. 
The letter referred to was dated three days 
subsequent to the letting of the contract from 
the city to Charles A. Balph, and your re¬ 
spondent is unable io conceive why he should 
be accused for such letter having been 
written. 

21. In answer to the next charge made by 
the accusers, w hie h is as follows: “That in 
reporting the award of the contract of said 
building ic C. A. Ralph the respondent did 
not inform Councils of any of said private ar¬ 
rangements,” the respondent answers that 
the said charge is predicated upon the false 
assumption that there were private arrange¬ 
ments; that is to say, secret and improper ar¬ 
rangements elite rod into between the re¬ 
spondent and others. There not being any 
such private arrangements, it is true ttiat 
the respondent did not make any report in 
relation thereto at the time of reporting the 
award. It is true, ns charged, that in the pro¬ 
posal of the said Char es A. Balph, on which 
the award was made, ami on widen the ap¬ 
proval of Councils was secured, the following 
words were contained, to wit: “I hereby cer¬ 
tify that tiiis proposal is made without any 
connection with any person or persons mak¬ 
ing any bid or proposal for the aforesaid 
work.” 

22. It is denied as charged “the said build¬ 
ing was erected under said plans and specifi¬ 
cations and the contract and private arrange¬ 
ments hereinbefore set forth,” but admitted 
that the building was erected under said 
plans and specifications and the contract lie- 
tween the city and Charles A. Balph. The ac¬ 
cusers having seen fit to again repeat the false 
accusation as to private arrangements, the 
respondent again denies the same and avers 
that the accusation is a willful and malicious 
falsehood. It is admitted that most, if not 
all, of the sub-contractors named in the 
charges furnished the materials and did the 
work required of them, but the respondent is 
not informed, and is therefore unable to state, 
as to whet her or not the sub-contractors were 
paid the prices agreed upon for the materials 
and labor furnished by them. Neither is the 
respondent informed as to whether the prices 
paid by the con tractor to such sub-contractors 
were largely in excess of the value of the ma¬ 
terials and work, and In excess of the price at 
which the same could have been obtained for 
the city in open and fair competition. Re¬ 
spondent., however, avers that it is immate¬ 
rial since tile sub-contractors were furnishing 
the labor and materials for Mr. Charles A. 
Balph, the contractor, and not to the city, 
and if lie paid, or agreed to pay too much, 
the loss is his and not the city's. 

•£\. Answering the last charge of the ac¬ 
cusers made in this case, the respondent de¬ 
nies that he was guilty of any improper or il¬ 


legal conduct as specified, and also denies 
that by reason of any such conduct on ids 
part competition for the supply of work and 
material for the erection of the Public Safety 
building was prevented; and also denies that 
by reason of any such conduct the contract 
for such building was awarded to sub-con- 
tractors selected by this respondent, thereby 
doing great injustice to other bidders and 
causing great loss to the city. 

And for further answer to the charges 
made by the accusers the respondent respect¬ 
fully represents that the his tory of the build¬ 
ing, and of the matters particularly com¬ 
plained of in the charges, is, in addition to 
what has already been seen set forth in this 
answer, substantially as follows: 

The whole matter of the erection of the Pub¬ 
lic Safety building was referred to and con¬ 
sidered by the committee of nine taxpayers, 
hereinbefore mentioned as having been ap- 
* pointed by the Mayor in pursuance of a reso¬ 
lution of Councils, for the purpose, among 
other things, of examining into the question 
of the improvement of the public buildings, 
and which committee reported in substance 
that the offices of the department of Public 
Safety were scattered in various parts of the 
city, which occasioned great inconvenience 
to the citizens, as well as in the transaction of 
public business, and that the erection of the 
building on the present site would cause a 
much needed consolidation and grouping to¬ 
gether of the various bureaus composing the 
Department of Public Safety, thus central iz- 
and making a complete headquarters for the 
Bureau of Police, Bureau of Detectives. Bu¬ 
reaus of Fire, Electricity, Health, Building 
Inspection, Board of Wooden Buildings, 
Board of Fire Escapes, storehouse for the en¬ 
tire Department of Public Safety, a central 
police station, and for other greatly needed 
department purposes. Ami the committee 
further reported, that, “From its knowledge 
of the requirements of the various bureaus of 
the Department of Public .Safety, and from 
the statements and exhibits submitted, that 
the erection of proper quarters for the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety for the transaction 
of the vastly increasing business of the mu¬ 
nicipality was an absolute necessity and that 
these accomodations were reasonable and 
would only bring the department up to Its 
true position as compared with cities, many 
not of its rank.” In the erection of the new 
building the respondent proceeded with the 
recommendation of the committee in mind. 

With respect to the materials used, the re¬ 
spondent says, that, in ihc discharge of his 
official duty, he selected the Ligonior blue- 
stone and, from the time the erection of such 
building was first talked of, it was well known 
that it was proposed to use the Ligouier blue 
stone therein. The matter was discussed in 
Councils, before the Committee on Public 
Safety and well know'll to the public, and at 
no time did any citizen, or member of this 
community, suggest to the respondent that 
the use of Ligonler blue stone in such build¬ 
ing involved an improper selection. 

During the progress of the work the great¬ 
est vigilance was exercised to the end that 
the specifications, with respect to the stone 
work, should be strictly adhered to in all re¬ 
spects, which resulted in the rejection of 
many stones cut for particular places when 
delivered on the ground, and in some in¬ 
stances after the same had shown defects 
when put in place in the walls,and in no way 
did the contractor and Ids sub-contractors 
suffer so much from the strict requirements 
enforced as In the supply of the stone. 











The respondent, further avers, that it was 
his aim to secure Rood materials, fixtures and 
appliances, as well as first-class workmanship 
and competition between responsible bidders 
to the end that the building should be com¬ 
pleted as a whole, for the lowest price to be 
obtained and within the limit given by the 
committee. His sole and only purpose in 
providing in the contract that he should have 
the right to approve of sub-contractors, or 
bidders, was to enable him to reject incompe¬ 
tent and incapable ones and such as no pru¬ 
dent man would employ when expecting 
first-class work. He did not reject any of said 
sub-contractors or sub-bidders, save that the 
respondent, caused some of the stone when 
furnished to be rejected. The building having 
been let to the contractor as a whole, and he 
having given a good bond for its perform¬ 
ance at the price agreed upon, it was not for 
the respondent to inquire what amounts, 
how, or when his sub-contractors and sub- 
bidders should be paid; Pi'ovideil, he so con- , 
ducted himself that the work proceeded ac¬ 
cording to the contract. When the con¬ 
tractor named Booth & FI inn, Limited, as 
sub-contractors for the stone work; OLis 
Brothers for the elevators; J. L. McShane A 
Co. for the plumbing, and the Van Dorn Iron 
Works Co. for the cell work, the selection of 
each met wii h the approval of the respondent, 
as a responsible and capable bidder, and the 
spondent was wholly uninformed at the time 
as to what amount, or when they were u> be 
paid- The respondent knowing that the sub¬ 
contracts were let to persons of the highest re¬ 
pute for first-class work and ability in their 
respective lines, it is averred tlmt, if the re¬ 
spondent had any duty In Hie premises, he 
was warranted in assuming, as he did, that 
the contractor having in compelion, named 
his price for the building as a whole, would 
make his sub-contmcts with such persons, on 
proper terras and such t hat would ensure the 
performance of the work, in accordance wiih 
the contract, and beyond that the respondent 
had no concern. 

And the respondent prays that the charges 
so made and his answer be referred to the 
triers, io (he end that a trial be had thereon; 
and further, that this respondent be dis¬ 
missed with his reasonable expenses in this 
behalf incurred.

Gentlemen: — Your communication of 
October 1 requests an opinion from me “as to 








































the right and power of the city under the law 
and ordinances to borrow money for tempo¬ 
rary purposes from any bank or banks of the 
city, other than the depositories of the city?" 

Such moneyas the city may borrow It can 
and should borrow from the party offering 
the best terms and inducements, taking every¬ 
thing into consideration, and the discretion is 
vested in and the responsibility placed upon 
the proper municipal authorities to make 
that selection which is for the best interest of 
the city. Your ordinances oblige the city de¬ 
positories to furnish money to the city, if re¬ 
quired. but it does not oblige the city to ap¬ 
ply to them for money. 

You also ask “whether under the ordinance 
of January 12,18117, a provision could be in¬ 
corporated in the bonds of the depositories or 
in an accompanying agreement, making the 
maximum rate on money advanced by the 
depositories 5 per cent, instead of f> per cent?” 

It is a mistake to assume that .said ordin¬ 
ance ftxes the rate of interest at t> per cent, 
per annum. No rate of interest is fixed by 
that ordinance. It merely says “at n rate not 
exceeding the legal rate of 6 per centum per 
annum.” Consequently if any loan is ob¬ 
tained from the city depositories, it will be 
the duty of the proper authorities of this cltv 
to meet with the city depositories, before the 
making of the loan, and agree upon and fix 
the exact rate of interest to be paid for each 
loan. It cannot exceed 6 per cent, under any 
circumstances—it may be fixed at a rate less 
than 6 per centum. 

Therefore, the agreement must follow the 
words of the ordinance, to wit.: “Not exceed¬ 
ing the legal rate of 6 per centum per an¬ 
num.” This idea I have followed in the form 
of the agreement herewith submitted.

The registration of vital statistics is a work 
of vital importance requiring the utmost care 
as so much depends upon the accuracy of the 
record made. 

While the clerical force engaged in this 
general work is sufficient for the present, yet 
the services of the specially qualified clerks 
asked for, for temporary service in the mak 
ingof new indexes of (he records, are neces¬ 
sary. 

There are now completed 59 birth, 26 marri¬ 
age and 80 death registers, averaging 640 pages 
each. Each of these is supplied with a sepa¬ 
rate index, the requent examination of 
which involves the expenditure of considera¬ 
ble time and the exercise of much patience. 
Instead of separate, there should be general ! 
indexes, each covering several volumes, thus ■ 
saving much time and labor. The present in¬ 
dexes are after the old style and should be re- [ 
placed oy others modeled after new and 
modern methods.

widow surviving him, to his heirs, the sum 
of $1,090; provided, that for any disability the 
sum of$15 per week shall not he paid fora 
time exceeding t\\enty-six weeks, but if, at 
the expiration of that period the surgeon 
shall certify under oath that the employe is 
totally disabled for life and unable to main¬ 
tain a livelihood, then, in that case, there 
shall he paid to him the sum of $1,060, and he 
shall thereupon in writing acquit the city of 
Pittsburgh of any other claim whatsoever,’' 
shall be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows, to wit:

Gentlemkn I beg leave to present for the 
information of your honorable bodies, the 
enclosed communication, which I received a 
few days ago from the Auditors engaged in 
the examinution of the books and accounts of 
the city. 

For several months past they have been en¬ 
gaged in auditing the disbursements of the 
city from February 1, 1893, to October 1, 1897. 
They had previously audited the disburse¬ 
ments from February 1, 1882, to February l t 
1893. As shown by the communication, there¬ 
fore. the Investigation of the disbursements of 
the city for the past sixteen years has been 
completed. The magnitude of this work will 
be in a measure understood and appreciated 
when the fact Is considered that, in the time 
specified the total disbursements of the city, 
including t.he money paid to Contractors on 
Street and Sewer accounts, will aggregate 
more than seventy-five millions of dollars. 
Almost half this amount lias been disbursed 
during the past five years. To examine all 
the estimates, and payrolls and vouchers 
upon which this money was paid ouL, to 
verify the calculations embracing hundreds of 
thousands or items, has required time and 
labor, and constituted a work, the extent of 
which no one can possibly measure or com¬ 
prehend who has not kept in close touch with 
the investigation. I was anxious to have the 
! disbursements during the past, five years, 
amounting to more than thirty millions of 
dollars, fully examined, and I am gratified to 
know that they have been found correct. 

The Auditors are now at work examining 
the receipts of the Department of Public 
Works and the Department of Public .Safety, 
main ley from February 1, 1893, to date. This 
embraces receipts from Markets, Wharves 
and Landings, Bureau of Water Supply and 
Distribution, Police and Fire Bureaus, City 
Ganger, Building Inspection, &c.

This work can he speedily done, and when 
compleied the audit will be practically 
finished. I ain aware that there has been 
some impatience manifested because of the 
time occupied in this investigation, but the 
immensity or the work is the only excuse I 
can offer. The more I see of this office, and 
tiie more I learn of city affairs, the more I am 
convinced that the receipts and disburse¬ 
ments of the city should be audited month by 
month. This can only be done efficiently by 
the appointment of a permanent Auditor. 
While the law makes the Controller the 
Auditor, that officer's time is so fully occupied 
with the current business nf his office as to 
render impossible the discharge of this super 
added duty. On this subjtci I shall speak 
more fully at a future time.

Dear Sir:—W e have the honor to reportt-o 
you that since our communication of May 
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27th, we have completed the audit of the 
“Disbursements’’ of the city from February 
1st, 1893, to October 1st, 1897. 

This includes the examination of Street 
Ledgers, or accounts of the city with con¬ 
tractors for grading, paving, curbing, sewer¬ 
ing, etc., also the amount paid In each in¬ 
stance for Municipal bonds purchased for 
account of the various Sinking Funds. 

We find these disbursements correct. 

This required the issue of over one hundred 
forty thousand warrants; you have invoices 
on file which contain one thousand items, and 
if fifteen items he taken as the average this 
would indicate over two millions of exten¬ 
sions besides discounts and additions. 

The payrolls and vouchers containing these 
items, the orders, the contract price, the cer¬ 
tificate as to receipt of the good.s, the pro¬ 
bole and signature for “receipt, in full,” have 
all been carefully examined. These amounts 
have been checked into the Warrant Regis¬ 
ters, and the totals carried to ihe various 
appropriations Tor each and every month, 
have been verified. 

The paid bills or vouchers have been alpha¬ 
betically arranged, and your department can 
readily produce the City’s account, including 
all original papers, with any person or firm 
leceivlngany of the money appropriated for 
municipal purposes. 

To keep this data in good order systematic¬ 
ally arranged and ready at, all times for ont- 
side examination and public reference, indi¬ 
cates uniform care, constant watchfulness and 
faithful work on the part ot the Disbursing 
Department of the City, which deserves great 
praise. 

In connection with reports previously made, 
this completes the City Audit as to “Disbimse- 
ments” from February 1,1882, to October 1.1897. 

The olher division of the work. that, is, 
“Receipts,” has been completed to 1893 in De¬ 
partment of Charities and some of the Bu¬ 
reaus of the Department of Public Works, 
Others are now being audited, and each wilt 
be reported as soon as completed.

BUSINESS FROM SELECT COUNCIL. 

Mr, Rheam called up 
C. C. No. 1659. 

VVTiekeas, George A. Wright, an employe 
of the Bureau of Fire, was severely injured 
while exercising a pair of horses stat ioned for 
use at No. hi Engine House, of said Bureau of 
Fire, in a collision with an electric car at 
Penn and Lang avenue* on January 12, A. D. 
1897; and 

Whereas, The plan for the insurance of 
the employes of the Fire Department of the 
city of Pittsburgh, from accident, casualIty 
or death, created under and by virtue of an 
ordinance entitled “An Ordinance fixing the 
mimberand pay of the employes ofthe Fire 
Department and increasing the pay of 
employes for the pnroose of providing for the 
insuring of said employes against accident 
and casualties while on duty,” approved by 
the Mayor, January 13, A. D. }s86, which said 
plan was formula red and adopted by the 
Board or Fire Commissioners and approved 
by Counrits, March 8, A. D. 1886, and by the 
Mayor, March 17, 1886, provides, inter alia: 
“Seventh, there shall be paid to any em¬ 
ploye of the Fire Department who shall suffer 
such injury while in the discharge of duty as 
may incapacitate him therefrom the sum of 
Slower week during the time of such disability 
and in case of death therefrom thrre shall bn 
paid to his widow, or in the event of there 
being no widow to survive him, to his heirs, 
the sum of $1,009. Provided, that for a ay 
disability, the sum of $15 per week shall not 
be paid for a time exceeding twenty-six 
weeks, but if, all he ex pi i a ton of that period, 
the surgeon shall certify under oath lliat the 
employe is totally disabled for life and unable

Gentlemen:— I present herewith a report 
from the auditor*, tinted January 4. 189<>, re¬ 
lating to i he Duquesne weigh scales, from 
February, 1882, to January 1, 1897. 

Tills investigation has been tedious and un¬ 
satisfactory, for the reason, as the auditors 
state, that of the records prior to J89J scarcely 
a vesTigate remains, while the original papers 
from 1801 to 1896arc Incomplete. 

























The examination shows qu ite conclusively 
that the schedule of fees for weighing has not 
been systematically followed by some of the 
Weigh Masters who have had charge of the 
Duquesne scales, 

" We understand”, say the auditors, "from 
reading the schedule of rates, as posted at the 
various scales throughout the city, that 
weighing is to be charged by the draft.’' 
"But,” in practice, "this is what we And: A 
vendor drives on the scales with, say potatoes. 
Net weight 2100 lbs,, fee paid, 25 cents. 
Another man drives on the "scales with 2100 
lbs., and tells the Weigh master to wait. He 
goes on from day io day until lie has 20 loads 
of 2100 lbs. each, or 21 tons, for which he pays 
15 cents a ton or $3.15. In some cases it seems 
the fee paid is 10 cents a ton. 

The auditors further state: "Besides a 
needed uniformity in rates, all stub books 
should be returned at the close of each fiscal 
year, and during the year no new books 
should be given out without the return of the 
old one. If Weigh masters would insert in the 
stub the fee charged for eacli ticket delivered, 
and forward the totals, the auditors could 
examine and audit their books without 
first being compelled to 'keep them.’ " 

It is proper to state Just here, that Thomas 
B. Cook, at present in charge of the Duquesne 
Scales, is keeping his records and accounts in 
a careful arid systematic manner. Some little 
discrepancies exist, which I think result from 
a defect in the schedule of rates, or from his 
following the custom of his predecessors, in 
departing in some cases from the rates fixed 
by Councils. 

In t he Duquesne Weigh Scales, prior to 1893 
or 1891, afford an example of the manner In 
which records relating to Weigh Scales have 
been preserved and accounts kept. It is high 
time for the introduction of business methods. 
Notwithstanding the fact, that with the ex¬ 
ception of the last three or four years, the 
auditors have not been able to And original 
records upon which to base a satisfactory 
audit, the Investigation will prove alasting 
benefit to the city, in showing the necessity 
for Improved and systematic methods. 

These Weigh Scales furnish another illus¬ 
tration of the beauties of indirect methods of 
turning revenues into the City Treasury. 
Each Weighinaster swears to his report be¬ 
fore the Controller turns his money over to 
the Director of the Department of Public 
Works, and that officer, once a month, de¬ 
posits the money hi bulk in the City Treasury. 

Tf each Weigh master turned his money 
directly into the Treasury, the Treasurer's 
books would show each individual return, 
thus simplifying the audit of the Wefgh- 
masters’ accounts. By existing methods tills 
individuality of accounts, especially as re¬ 
gards the Treasurer’s hooks, is destroyed, and 
the work of auditing is made more complex 
and difficult.

Dear Since our report of December 1, 


we have made a very careful search for stub 
books and other data concerning City Weigh 
Scales. Scarcely a vestige remains back of 
1891, and from 1891 to 1S0G. the original papers 
are incomplete. This search was made in 
conjunction with those persons who have 
been iix charge of this data, and we think 
nothing has been overlooked. 

We have checked the Treasurer’s city Re¬ 
ceipt stubs into your ledgers and find $343.68 
as the net result of errors In City weigh 
Scales account. Taking up the weigh 
Master’s stubs we And that the entering up of 
tiie fee lor weighing on each stub is the excep¬ 
tion and not the rule. Tide forced us to take 
up their monthly reports, and the examina¬ 
tion of these papers developed the tact that, 
the rates charged, were, if legal, at least a 
peculiar construction of Ordinance No. 334, 
December, 1893. Wo take it from reading the 
schedule of rates as posted at the various 
scales throughout- th£ city, that weighing Is 
to be charged for by the draft. IIof, for ex¬ 
ample, this is what we find : A vendor drives 
on the scales with, sav, potatoes. Net weight 
2100 lbs,, and pays 25 cents. Another one 
drives on with 2100 lbs,, and tells your Weigh 
Master to wait, and he goes on from day to 
day, until he has 20 drafts. Now 20 drafts of 
21 (X) lbs, each is 42U00 lbs., or 21 tons, for which 
he will pay at the rate of 15 cents per ton. 21 
tone at 15 cents is $3.15, but 20drafts at 25 cents 
each is S5.U0, a difference of $1.85 to the City; 
and latterly, with the same schedule m force, 
the rate by ton seems to be 10 cents in some 
instances. Besides h needed uniformity In 
mies, nil stub books should be. returned at the 
close of the ftscal years, and new ones given 
out., and throughout the year, no new book 
should be given out uutil the previous one 
has been returned. If your Weigh Masters 
would insert I lie lee charged for each ticket 
delivered, and carry the total along, your 
accountants could audit their books without 
first being compelled lo "keep them.” 

In 1888 the Weigh Mast era began to report 
to the Department of Public Works, and the 
money received from scales is reported to the 
Treasurer In bulk. Tin's compelled us to 
check the stub books of this department into 
Iheir cash book. But in so doing, we did it 
mice for all, by checking In everything from 
188s to 1896. Incidentally this gave us the 
dura on t’s, connocl Ions, eic., etc., of the 
Bureau of Water Supply and Distribution. 

Herewith we submit a report of the Du- 
quesne Softies from 1882 to 1896, In addition 
to what has already been said as to missing 
data, we have made marginal notes on ihe re¬ 
ports, whenever possible, to further assist you 
in understanding how the reported results are 
obtained. You have a report from each 
Weigh Master lit- these scales, and in order to 
get some understanding uf the periods where¬ 
in we have no data whatever, we have added 
a report showing Ihe entire amount received 
in each year from L832 to IftUti, both inclusive, 
and also showing the amount reported in 
these years, as far as possible to discover. 

In completing the work on Duquesne scales, 
we have completed all preliminary checking 
for all the scales, and we arc now working on 
Tenth street scales, by far the most important 
one on the list.

CONTROLLER’S OFFTCK. \ 

January 10, 1898. 1 

To the Presidents and Members of Select and 

Common Councils: 

Gentlemen I beg leave to submit for 
your information a report from the auditors, 
presenting the result of their investigation of 
the ferrule account, of the Bureau of Water- 
Supply and Distribution, from February 1, 
1882 to February 1 , 1897. 

This report is in two parts. The first was 
presented to rnc December 1, 1897, and the se¬ 
cond, or supplementaey portion, on January 
8,1898. Immediately on receipt of the first re¬ 
port, I presented a copy of it to the Director of 
the Department of Public Works, and in¬ 


formed him that I would withhold the report 
from councils for a period of thirty days, in 
order that he might examine into the matters 
contained In the report, and submit, any ex¬ 
planation which might be deemed fitting and 
proper. 

In the absence of the Director, on account of 
sickness, I, on January 3d, called on the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Water Sup¬ 
ply and Distribution and inquired what, if 
anything, had been done regarding the report 
which had been placed in the hands of the 
Director of the Department of Public Works. 
The Superintendent, replied that the Director 
had placed the report in his hands, but that 
the matter referred to had not been raken up. 
I then informed tin* Superintendent that the 
report would go to Councils on Monday, Jan¬ 
uary iOth. My reasons for not presenting the 
report in the month of December are presented 
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in the foregoing statement of facts. Up to the 
present time no explanation has reached me 
from the Director of the Department of Public 
Works or the Superintendent of the Bureau 
of Water Supply and Distribution. I had 
thought that the amounts indicated as due 
the City might be accounted for in the use of 
free ferrules. Tins thought was natural, for 
the reason that I had been informed that the 
Bureau of Water Supply and Distribution 
handled no money for ferrules, but Ibat, on 
the other hand, the purchaser paid his money 
directly luto the treasury, obtained his receipt 
therefor, presented the receipt to the Bureau 
of Water Supply and Distribution and re¬ 
ceived bis ferrule. This 1 find, however, upon 
recent examination, has not been the uni¬ 
versal rule, although it is the rule required by 
an ordinance of Councils. Frequently money 
for ferrules has been paid directly to tlie 
Bureau of Water Supply and Distribution 
and afterwards by a clerk turned into the 
treasury. 

In the supplemental report, dated January 
6 fch the auditors state that all free ferrules and 
ferrules in doubt have been omitted from the 
report. 

The amounts unaccounted for, as shown by 
the report-, by years, are as follows:—1882, 
$2,099.70; 1883, 812.90; 1881, $1.00; 1880, $25,50; 
1887, $26100; 1888, 83S0.G5; 1889, tllfi.00; 1890, 
$159.75; 1891, 858.00; 1892, $151.00; 1893,852.-50; 
1894, $15.50; or an agregate of $3,384.50. The 
amount of $2,099 70, indicated in the report as 
short in 1882, was, l believe, discovered soon 
after it occured, thus leaving the amount un¬ 
accounted Tor since that date $1,234.80. 

March 2, 1885, Councils passed an ordinance 
regulating the payment of money for ferrules, 
as follows; “The Superintendent of Water 
Works shall certify to the City Treasurer the 
amount of money to be paid, and upon de¬ 
livery to him of said certificate, accompanied 
by the money, the Treasurer shall issue a cer¬ 
tificate of payment therefor; said certificate 
of payment shall be presented to the Super¬ 
intendent of Water Works, who shall there¬ 
upon deliver the ferrules and retain the 
Treasurer’s certificate.” This ordinance is 
quite clear. It requires that the party desiring 
to purchase ferrules shall pay the money 
directly into the Treasury of the City. Ther e 
has been no occasion for the Bureau of Water 
Supply and Distribution to handle a dollar of 
this money. 

About the same time, April 1, 1885, an ordi¬ 
nance was passed by Councils, regulating the 
payment of market rents, afl follows, to wit: 
“All moneys so due and payableas weekly, 
monthly or annual rents tor stands or stalls, 
shall be paid the City Treasurer, upon the 
certificate of the Clerk of Markets, setting 
forth the amounts payable and for what pur¬ 


pose; and the Treasurer shall give a certificate 
of payment, stating the amount of money so 
paid, which certificate shall be presented to 
the Clerk of Markets, who snail thereupon 
issue his permit for the occupancy of snch 
stand or stall for the time or term for which 
said money may be paid, and shall retain the 
Treasurer’s certificate of payment. All daily 
rents of stands or stalls shall be paid to and 
collected by the Clerks of Markets, who shall 
give a receipt therefor and pay the money in¬ 
to the Treasury weekly,” Thts ordinance is, 
and has been, practically a “dead letter.” All 
the money is, I believe, collected by the Super¬ 
intendent and Clerks of Markets, turned over 
to the Director of the Department of Public 
Works, and by that officer deposited in bulk 
once a month in the treasury of the City. 

I would like just here, in a very respectful 
manner to urgeupon Councils the advisability 
of adopting rigid measures, requiring when¬ 
ever and wherever possible or practicable, the 
direct payment to the Treasurer of the City, of 
all moneys due to the city from individuals, 
firms or corporations. The Treasurer Is the 
eostodtan of city funds. Why money, except 
in unavoidable cases, should pass through the 
hands of other officers In order to reach the 
Treasury of the City is incomprehensible to 
me. Such a policy has attending and accom¬ 
panying responsibilities, which I should think 
public afficers would be glad to escape. 

Only a few days ago the City Treasurer re¬ 
ceived a check payable to his order, from a 
firm in this city, in payment of a Switch Li¬ 
cense due the city. Under a vicious custom 
that lias grown up the Treasurer endorsed on 
the Check, “Pay to the order of E. M. Bigelow, 
Director of the Department of Public Works ” 
and sent the check to that Department of the 
City government. That money will remain 
out of the City Treasury for ten, Lwenty or 
thirty days, or until the Director makes his 
monthly return, when It will be deposited in 
the treasury along with other money of 
similar character. 

Is there any reason why all this money 
should not be paid directly to the City Trea¬ 
surer? He gets it ultimately, but in a circum¬ 
ambient way. Why should he not get it 
directly from the man who first pays it? If 
the Bureau of Water Supply and Distribution 
sells a lot of scrap iron; if the Bureau of Fire 
or the Police Bureau sells a number of worn- 
out horses, or hose or apparatus, why should 
not the purchaser receive a certificate of his 
Indebtedness, pay his money directly into the 
Treasury, obtain his receipt therefor, present 
it to the proper bureau, and receive whatever 
he bought? Such a policy would in a large 
measure put an end to the necessity for 
monthly returns, and relieve Directors of De- 
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partments ancl Superintendents of bureaus of 
responsibilities, from which I arn sure, they 
would be glad to be delivered. 

There is another strange incongruity to 
which I wish to refer, and it is authorized by 
ordinance. All moneys paid for vehicle 
license, lor peddlers’ license, for bicycle 
license, is paid directly into the Treasury of 
the city, and the License Piate is in each case 
furnished directly by the Treasurer. How is 
it with do" license? Another policy rules 
here. The Police Bureau handles the license 
for dogs. The Police Bureau issues the 
licenses. The Police Bureau collects ihe 
money and turns it into the treasury in bhlk. 
The man who wants a license for his cart or 
wagon goes to the Treasurer’s Office, pays his 
money and gets his license. The man who 
wants to peddle, goes to the Treasurer’s Office, 
pays his money and gets his license. The 
young men and young ladies who want 
bicycle license, go to the Treasurer’s Office, 
pay their money and get their license plates. 
But when a man goes ipto the Treasurer’s 
Office to procure a license for his dou, he is In¬ 
formed that he must go to the Police Bureau, 
pay his money there, and get his license. 

This Is a beautiful incongruity. And if a 
dog loses his license plate, the owner goes to 
the Police Bureau for another plate. From 
there he is sent 10 the Controller’s Office to 
make affidavit to the loss, and from the Con* 
troller’s Office he goes back to the Police 
Bureau or to some Police Station to precure 
his license. The citizen is put to this incon¬ 
venience that he may get his license plate 
from tiie Police Bureau, and pay his money to 
the Police Bureau, instead of getting his 
license from the Treasurer, and paying his 
money into the Treasury where it belongs, 
and where it ultimately goes. These license 
fees are all city money; they are all revenues 
of the city, and there is no good reason why 
they should not. but there are many good 
reasons wh.v they should be paid directly In¬ 
to the City Treasury. 

I have gone somewhat into detail in this 
communication in the hope of showing the 
necessity of some better and more direct 
method for the payment of certain revenues 
Into the treasury of the City. 

In the past two years the City Attorney’s 
office lias turned into the City Treasury many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, and yet the 
officers and clerks of the office have not 
handled, perhaps, a dollar of the money. The 
person who goes to l hat office to pay. is given 
a certificate of his indebtedness, which he pre¬ 
sents together with his money, at the office of 
the City Treasurer, and obtains from that 
officer a receipt for his payment. Ask the 
City Attorney how this plan works. It 
relieves thai officer of a world of respon¬ 
sibility; it does away with tlie unhappy 
monthly returns; ir. avoids the necessity of 
Individual bank accounts; it, places the money 
promptly in the hands of him whom the law 
makes the custodian of the city funds. 

This plan, or some better one, should be 
apnllcd very generally to all the Departments 
of the city government. Bitch a departure 
from present methods should, and £ believe 
would, cum maud the approval of every public 
officer.

18117, of the ferrule account of the Bureau of 
Water Supply and Distribution, 

The Treasurer’s city receipt stubs have been 
checked direct to the ledgers of your depart¬ 
ment, for the same period as to ferrules; but 
the standing of this office is of no particular 
value to you until the other miscellaneous re¬ 
ceipts are cheeked in, because whatever 
amount may appear Jong or short here may 
prove to be short, or Long elsewhere. It is to 
be regretted that these receipts books, from 
November 6 , 1886, to October 5, 1887, and from 
August 24,1891, to December 11,1892, are lost, 
because, tor example, you have, as per L. 1C., 
p-295, 85.838.79 reported by treasurer fur fer¬ 
rules for 1889 The day books of the Bureau of 
Water Supply and Distribution show a total 
sale of ferrules of $5,296. This would mean 
that the latter turned In to t he treasury 842.79 
more than was received. Investigating these 
stubs for this year shows 8168.79carried Into 
ferrule account, which does not belong there, 
and $.’8.o0, which does belong there, went 
elsewhere, and results in a credit of $97.50 for 
the city, instead of a debit of $12.79. Thus our 
notes indicate that it would be of advantage 
to the city if these honks were hunted up. 
We have an account with Treasurer from Feb¬ 
ruary 1, 1882, to June 1.1896, and a separate ac¬ 
count with that officer after that time. 

The reported yearly receipts from the sale 
of ferrules run from three thousand to seven 
thousand dollars, as shown by accompanying 
statement. Certificates for ferrules were 
bought at the Treasurer's office, or ferrules 
were bought direct from the Bureau 
Incidental moneys, such as receipts Jrom 
sale of scrap iron, brass, grass, etc,, etc,, were 
returned to the general office of Ihe Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works; but gate boxes were 
sometimes returned to that departmentaud 
sometime* to the treasurer. The latter often 
supposing that he was receiving money for 
ferrule account. We have aimed to omit all 
but ferrules from this statement. The other 
items, together with connections, t-’s, etc., will 
be reported from the general books of the De¬ 
partment of Public Work*. 

We had expected to audit this bureau up to 
1893 , simply from cash or certificate books, in 
order to get all lines abreast as soon as pos¬ 
sible; but as far as we have been able to learn 
no stock account of ferrules has been kept, 
and the attempt to keep a cash or certificate 
record fulls in 1885. We. therefore, used the 
ferrule day books or drillers’ notes, which 
were explained to us by the foreman. 

We feel llmt the results set lorth will not be 
materially changed by further investigation. 
We have the work noted, nnd all items used 
have » ready reference. These drillers’ notes 
have been imp oved in form, from time to 
lime, and offer ihe best possible data as to the 
use made of ferrules placed with the Bureau 
of Water Supply and Distribution. We men¬ 
tion this to explain how we made a record of 
cash and certificates, when afier 1884 none 
had been kept.

Dear Sir Since 
reporting on ferrules, December I, 1897, we 
have checked Lhe receipt sthbs and cash book 
of the Department or Public Works. But us 
lhe Bureau of Water Supply and Distribution 
has no record of the cost of t’s, connections, 
etc., etc., we have been compelled to abandor 


the idea of learning what the Income from 
this source has been. 

We present herewith a statement, by years, 
of the amounts due the city for the sale of fer¬ 
rules. In arriving at these results we have 
omitted all free ferrules and ferrules in doubt. 
We have given the Bureau of Water Supply 
and Distribution credit for all moneys return¬ 
ed to treasurer, as well as for all moneys re¬ 
ceived at that office, whether entered on the 
books of this bureau or not. The shortage, 
$3,334.50, is, therefore, as low as it can be 
made, because any and all ferrules paid for at 
the treasurer's office, and which were not on 
the books of the Bureau of Water Supply and 
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Distribution, should have been charged. But 
H is impossible to do this, because the Bureau 
often returns its money in bulk, and again, 
many of the treasurer’s receipt stubs are 
made to "cash." and we cannot tell who 
bought the ferrules. 

We have been informed that the shoriage of 
1882, amounting to 82,099.70, was reported Jong 


ago. If so. the balance now due is 83,334.50, 
(ess $2,099.70, or $1,234.80.

To the Select and Common Council* of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 


Gentlemen Charges having been pre¬ 
ferred, in writing, on the 10th day of Mny, 1897, 
against Joseph O. Brown. Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety, specifying that he 
was guilty of certain offenses in connection 
with the erection of the Public Safety Build¬ 
ing, on Sixth avenue,and we, the undersigned 
members of Councils, having been appointed 
Triers, respectfully represent: 

That we met on June 8th, 1897, and having 
been sworn to faithfully discharge our duties, 
we appointed Messrs. Edward J. Donley and 
L. \V. Mendenhall, as stenographers, to lake 
testimony, who wore sworn to perform their 
duties and we proceeded to hear the evidence. 

The Prosecution was conducted by Clarence 
Burleigh, Esq , the City Solicitor, who was as¬ 
sisted by George \V. Guthrie and Wm. B. 
Hedgers, Esqs., Attorneys. 

The Respondent was represented by At¬ 
torneys David T. Watson, James H. Reed and 
Charles H. McKee, Esqs. 

Seventeen meet! ngs were held, during which 
more than fifty witnesses were examined, 
subject to cross-examination by the counsel of 
the respective pintles; a great number of ex¬ 
hibits were submitted and twelve hundred 
and seventeen pages of testimony were taken. 
On the 8th day or December, 1897, the tes¬ 
timony having been closed, arguments of 
Counsel were heard. 

We herewith submit the stenographers' 
official report of the testimony, a copy of the 
charges and the sworn answer thereto, and 
the exhibits, consisting ol writings and plana 
and specifications offered before us, or copies 
thereof. 

In the submission of evidence, the widest 
latitude was allowed and the wlmesses were 
permitted to be examined and cross-examined, 
irrespective of rigid rules of evidence, to the 
end that the most complete and thorough in¬ 
vestigation might be made and that the whole 
truth in relation to the matter, or having any 
bearing thereon, might be fully developed. 

In answer to the charge that Charles Bickel, 
an architect, was employed to prepare plans 
and specifications for the building, without 
authority and before the erect ton of the build¬ 
ing had been authorized, Mr, Brown explained 
that it was necessary, in order that, he might 
proceed intelligently and carefully in the 
matter of the erection of the building, that he 
should have the services of a skilled architect. 
Mr. Bickel, prior thereto, had from time to 
time, during a period of years, oeen employed 
by the city In the matter of the erection and 
reconstruction of various buildings used by 


the Department of Public Surety, for offices 
and prison purposes, and it appears that he 
was selected because it was thought that the 
experience had by him in these matters espe¬ 
cially well fitted him to render the services 
required. It was understood with Mr, Bickel 
at the time of his employment that he would 
render his services and take the chances Of 
councils authorizing his compensation. Sub¬ 
sequently a formal contract was made with 
him covering his employment as architect 
for the building, which contract was approved 
by councils, and U does not appear that-Mr. 
Brown’s con duct in tills matter was Improper. 

The charges with respect to the Light Plant 
may be considered separately, as it was not 
constructed under the contract for the erec¬ 
tion of the building. 

It appears from the evidence that Mr. Bickel, 
the architect, had charge of and was respon¬ 
sible for the preparation of the first set of 
specifications for the light plant. They were 
prepared sj us to admit of competition and, 
after advertisement, six bids were received. 
Mr. Brown awarded the contract to the lowest 
bidder, and when the award cume before the 
Committee on Public Safety to which It hud 
been referred, an allegation was made that 
two sets of specifications were out. In what 
respect they differed, if at all, does not appear, 
but Mr. Brown at once asked to have the 
matter referred back to councils in order that 
he might advertise over again,and Mr, Bickel 
was relieved from further duties in the 
matter. Mr. B^owu, with the assistance of 
employees from the Bureau of Electricity in 
his Department, prepared a new set of specifi¬ 
cations. They were proper In form and so as 
to udmitof free competition When proposals 
were asked, bids weje received from six of the 
prominent companies engaged in the con¬ 
struction of Such work, and the contract 
awarded to the lowest bidder and appioved 
by councils, and we find that Mr. Brown’s 
conduct in this matter was proper. 

Coming to the charges in relation to the 
erection of ihe building, we have to report 
that the charge with respect to Mr. Brown 
having secretly conspired with various per¬ 
sons to secure for them certain portions of the 
work, and to exclude competition, is not sus¬ 
tained. The charge itself is silent as to when, 
where or with whom Mr. Brown is alleged to 
have conspired. There was no evidence 
offered to support it in any respect and we are 
gratified to be able to report that it was 
publicly admitted by the counsel for the ac¬ 
cusers in Hie argument before us, that the 
case showed that not a suspicion attached to 
Mr. Biown that he had gained any personal 
advantage by reason of anything done by him 
in Connection with the erection of the Public 
Safety Building 

The original plans and speciflicationsas pre¬ 
pared by the architect admitted of free and 
open competition. Mr. Brown testified that 
when prososais were advertised for, he became 
satisfied that bids could not be had within the 
limit fixed tor the cost of the building, and 
that lie wrote the letter of February 27th, 1895, 
to the architect in relation lo making changes 
In Hie specifications so as to cut down and re¬ 
duce the cost of the building, Mr. Brown 
explains that in mentioning the names of 
manufacturers or contractors in this letter he 
simply intended to indicate that articles of 
tlie types or kinds, such us they were known 
to furnish, should be taken as the standard 
and that these, or their equivalents, should be 
required. 

On the following morning, he called upon 
the architect, who then Insisted that Mr. 
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Brown was in error as to not being able to se¬ 
cure bids within the limits and persuaded 
him to proceed with receiving- bids. Mr. 
Brown consented to this, and the letter was 
laid aside and never acted upon or again re¬ 
ferred to between the director and the 
architect and no changes whatever were 
made iu pursuance of it. 

No evidence was offered to the effect that 
Mr. Brown refused to accept a no approve of 
the plans and specifications originally pre- 

ared, but on the contrary, his approval is to 

e inferred from Lhe tact that he consented to 
proceed with the receiving of bids upon them, 
and that tie spent the greater part of two days 
in the architect's otlice supervising and direct¬ 
ing interlineations to be made in the specifica¬ 
tions and copies thereof before bidders should 
have access to them. These inter! meat ions 
consisted in inserting the words “the equlv- 
alent’\ “its equal’', “something equally as 
good", or such like phrases, In upwards of one 
hundred places, indicated by Mr. Brown; and 
also in inserting the words “or horizontal,” 
where only vertical engines were referred to 
iu the portion of the original specifications re¬ 
lating to the Light Plain. 

The original typewritten documents, with 
the interlineations in read ink were submitted 
before us, and the evidence was conclusive 
that every change made at the direction of 
Mr. Brown was for the purpose of opening the 
door to greater freedom In competition among 
bidders. There is nothing in the specifica¬ 
tions, before or after the changes, which 
limits competition iu bidding on Lhe stone, 
the electrtc light plant, the cells and iron 
work, the elevators, the plumbing, the heat¬ 
ing and water, or the hardware, to any par¬ 
ticular persons. The lestlmoney of a number 
of leading architects was heard in relation to 
these various matters, and ii shows that any 
person, or company, having the skill and 
facilities, and being competent in other re¬ 
spects, might have bid for furnishing any part 
of Hie materials or workmanship lequiied in 
the erection of the building. It is iriiethat 
the specifications required that, certain articles 
of the type or design shown in the catalogues 
of the standard Manufacturing Company 
should he furnished, and likewise, that hard¬ 
ware of the styles and forma shown In the 
caialogues of the Yale A Towne Hardware 
Company should be used, but lhe catalogues 
of these manufacturing companies were re¬ 
ferred to for purposes or description only, and 
under the speclfical ions, articles of the types 
so referred to, or their equivalents, might 
have been furnished. 

There can ba no doubt that the director, 
with the strong recommendation of the 
architect, selected blue Ligonier stone as the 
material for the erection of the walls of the 
building ; that he preferred a prison with cells 
and appliances of the types such as were fur¬ 
nished by the Vail Dorn Iron Company, who 
areamong the leading builders of prison work 
in the country; and that he also preferred 
elevators with the modern appliances such as 
were furnished by Otis Brothers; and also, 
that in preparing specifications for the light 
plant, lie wished to have taken as lhe 
standard a plant of tlie kind known lo be fur¬ 
nished by tlie YVestJm: house Company". The 
evidence showed that these articles were re¬ 
garded as among the best of their respective 
kinds, and that the specifications provided for 
furnishing them, or something else equally as 
good, in each case. 

There is no evidence to sustain lhe charge 
that Mr. Brown, in any way, required any 
bidder for the contract to give sub-contracts 


for any portion of the work or materials to 
particular persons. He explains that, ids pur¬ 
pose in inserting the provision in the adver¬ 
tisement for proposals to the effect that the 
Director should have the approval of bldsof 
sub-contractors, was in order to protect the 
city to the end that no unskilled, incompetent 
or iiresponsible person should ho entrusted to 
perform the work. The evidence is to the 
effect that in no case did he reject any sub¬ 
contractor named, and that Mr. Ralph, to 
whom the contract was awarded, named 
among his sub-contrac ors, the Van Dorn Iron 
Company, Otis Brothers, and J. L. McShane & 
Company, all of whom when so named were 
approved by Mr. Brown as responsible parties. 

Shortly thereafter and before lhe contract 
for the erection of the building was prepared, 
Mr, Brown learned that it was proposed lo 
drop some of these sub-contractors uud sub- 
si ilute others in lien thereof, who would do 
the work cheaper. He oblected to this, and 
wllh the advice of the City Attorney, inserted 
the mimes of the parties as sub-contractors, 
whom he had theretofore approved, to do the 
cell and prison work and put in lhe plumbing 
and elevators, so ns to guard against the use 
of interior material or workmanship In these 
matters, in which imposition might be most 
readily practiced. 

The tact that Mr. Brown reserved lo himself 
the right to approve nr reject the bids of sub¬ 
contractors, attested his cure and prudence in 
the matter, for it is plain that thiH provision 
was proper and necessary in order to guard 
against delays and the use of inferior ma¬ 
terials ami workmanship, that might result 
from the employment of irresponsible sub¬ 
contractors. 

With respect to competition in furnishing 
the stone, the evidence shows that there is a 
very large area of territory in Western Penn¬ 
sylvania In which the blue ligoner stone is 
found; that the stone for the building might 
have been furnished by various persons from 
any of a number of quarries; that Booth* 
Klinn had at their quarries, the best facilities 
for furnishing Ligonier stone in the sizes re¬ 
quired for the building, and that, as bidders, 
they were regarded as first-class in point of 
being fully able to respond to the require¬ 
ments of such an undertaking. 

But in view" of the evidence and the aver¬ 
ment, iu the charges to the effect “that other 
parties were willing lo furnish si one of as 
good quality and equally suited for the pur¬ 
pose tor which it was used’’ we find it is not 
true, as charged, that Booth A Klinn were the 
only persons (hat could furnish the ligonier 
stone for the building according to tHe plans 
and specifications. 

It was shown that, in the latter part of June, 
and after bids had been twice received lor the 
erection of the building, Messrs Booth A 
Klinn procured a copy of the working plans 
and tracings and proceeded to lake out stone 
in theirquarries iu sizes which woutd suit Tor 
1 he erection of the building. The evidence is 
also to ihe effect that Air. Brown refused to 
give them such plans and tracings and that 
they secured them from the architect without 
the Director’s consent. 

Mr. Klinn testifies that at this ttrae his firm 
had a large number of workman at iHe 
quarries without anything to do and preferred 
to keep their plant in operation and their men 
employed, rather than let them gel, scattered 
away, and that as a matter of business it was 
better for ( hem to take out stone In advance, 
suitable for the building, and take (he chances 
of furnishing them to the contractor, for fail- 
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ing in that, they could use them for other 
purposes and suffer less loss than would be 
sustained by shilling down the works. 

It was also shown that on August 6th, 1895, 
about the time of receiving the third set of 
bids for the erection of the building, Messrs. 
Booth & FI inn openly notified the supposed 
bidders ortho contract that they would fur¬ 
nish the stone for 331,500, and also (hat they, 
as is frequently done in such cases, sent a 
letter to the architect staling the amount of 
their bid and lhat he Informed bidders of this, 
and in one ctt.se said to a bidder, among other 
things, that it would be well to use this bid lor 
the stone if ho txpected to get the contract. 
But the architect., upon oath, stated that he 
louk upon himself the authority to do this, 
and it appears that Mr. Brown did not know 
of its having been done, 

A number of the features in the charge^ and 
testimoney were probably introduced with 
the intent that they might have some bearing 
upon ihe most, specific and serious accusation 
made in the charges, namely, that Mr. Brown 
had made a private arrangement with Booth 
A FI inn by which they would be given the 
contract tor furnishing the stone and l e paid 
therefor a sum largely in excess of iis value. 

There is absolutely no evidence whatever to 
sustain this charge. No one of the three 
accusers when called to testify pretended to 
have any evidence to sustain it, and two of 
the accusers when under oath, testified to the 
effect that they hud no knowledge of t he truth 
or falsity of the charges when made, and that 
they had signed them hastily and without 
having made any effort to verify them. And 
it is to be observed that the charges were not 
made under oath. 

The evidence is conclusive that at the time 
the contract was awarded the Director did 
not know that Booth & Flinn would get the 
Contract for the stone, that he did. not know 
who any of the sub-contractors would be, or 
what prices would be paid to any of them, 
and that he had no agreement with any of 
them, secret or otherwise, in relation to such 
matters. 

It was not shown that he secured or made 
any attempt to secure sub-contracts for par** 
ticular persons. No witness was produced 
to show that any one was prevented in bid¬ 
ding, or that Mr. Brown in any way stifled 
or hindered competition among responsible 
bidders. On the contrary the evidence 
showed that he was diligent in his efforts to 
secure competition. De publicly advertised 
three times for bids, getting lower bids each 
successive time. There was active com¬ 
petition in the bidding each time. Whilst he 
selected prison work of the type furnished by 
the Van Dorn Iron Company, he at the same 
time wrote to various manufacturers of this 
kind of work in difl'erent parts of the country, 
soliciting them to come and put in bids od 
this work; that he wrote to a number of the 
home contractors and builders, urging them 
to come and put in bids for the erection of the 
Public Safety building; that he wrote and 
telegraphed to a number of the most reput¬ 
able contractors abroad, requesting them to 
putin bids; and his whole course, which was 
fully disclosed at the hearing showed an 
earnest desire on his part to secure the best 
building for the purpose at the least possible 
cost. 

During the hearing testimony was offered 
for the purpose of showing that granite could 
have been obtained for use of the building at 
a less cost than the Ligonier stone. It is 
averred in the charges that Mr. Brown knew' 


that granite prepared according to the plans 
and details could have been delivered for use 
- in the building for the sum of 51-5,500, and it 

1 was attempted to be shown that granite was 

! originally mentioned in the specifications, 
and that under Mr. Brown’s directions they 
were changed and “granite” stricken out. 

The original specifications submitted before 
us and the testimony in relation thereto, 
shows that granite was never mentioned In 
them, and that it was the purpose from the 
beginning to erect the building of blue 
Ligonier stone. A number of reputable con¬ 
tractors testified that granite, as good in 
quality as the Ligohier stone, would have cost 
about the same price as that, paid by the con¬ 
tractor to the sub-contractor for the Bigonier 
stone, although inferior qualities of southern 

f ranite might have been had for less money. 

here is a difference of opinion shown by the 
experts called with respect to the merits of 
Ligonier stone as compared with the best 
qualities of granite. 

The weight of the evidence is to the effect 
that the Director did not make any mistake 
in selecting the blue Bigonier stone; that for 
durability it is equal to the best qualities of 
granite, and that in our smoky atmosphere 
it excels granite in point of beauty and clean¬ 
liness. 

The testimony taken in respect to the other 
materials and appliances used In the erection 
of the building, showed that some of them 
were secured at remarkably low prices. It 
w r as conceded on the argument that all such 
were suitable and proper for use in the erec¬ 
tion of the building, and that, as a whole, it 
was well and economically built and well 
adapted for the uses for which it was in¬ 
tended. We have no hesitation in reporting 
that the building was secured at a low cost; 
that It is well constructed and arranged, and 
| a credit to the city of Pittsburgh. 

At the argument, the counsel for thu 
accusers stated among other t hings, that the 
inquiry “did not involve in the slightest de¬ 
gree the question of the sufficiency of the 
building or the fitness of the materials in it, 
nor the question as to whether the building 
was built at a reasonable cost,” and, thus 
abandoning the charges originally preferred, 
attempted to raise the question before the 
Triers, that Mr. Brown ; as Director of tho De¬ 
partment of Public .Safety, bad no authority 
whatever for the erection of the building, and 
therefore he was guilty of an offense in all 
that he did in the premises, The written 
charges preferred against the Director were 
based on the averment that he had well de¬ 
fined duties to perform in connection with 
the erection of the building and that, by 
reason of his improperly selecting materials 
at prices too high, the city was involved in 
loss. This not being sustained we were asked 
to consider the new accusation not contained 
in and inconsistent with the charges, to the 
eilect that everything he did was unlawful. 

After hearing the arguments of counsel, we 
arc satisfied that the Director proceeded with 
lawful authority in the matter; that every 
step he took was authorized and approved by 
Councils, by ordinances duly passed, and that 
Councils should not now’ attempt to hold him 
guilty of any offense and dismiss him from 
office for doing that which they authorized, 
and which resulted in benefit to the city. 

In conclusion we say, that we find Mr. 
Brown not guilty of any of the o lie uses 
charged against him; and that in our opinion 
liis conduct in the matter of the erection of 
tiie Public Safety building was commendable. 
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It is not in the interest of good government 
and is to be regretted that a public official, 
who, as the evidence in this case shows, has 
been capable, faithful and zealous in the per¬ 
formance of his duties should be harrassed 
by reason of accusations so barren of proof. 

Under the cireamstances, \ve deem it pro¬ 
per that Mr. Brown’s request that he be 
allowed his reasonable expenses be considered, 
and we take the liberty of suggesting that in 
Justice a]id fairness lie should be reimbursed 
for ail expenses incurred by him in defending 
against the charges. 

In pursuance of the duties of our appoint¬ 
ment ,4 to report to Councils our opinion as to 
what action should be taken in the matter,” 
we report, as follows: 

That in our opinion Councils should dis¬ 
miss the charges preferred by Geo. H* 
KteilS'el, Henry Poke and John lioyle, 
members of Councils, against Joseph 0. 
Brown, Director of the Department of Public 
Safety.

To the .Presidents and Members of Select and 

Common Councils: 

Gentlemen;—I n conformity with the law, 

I herewith mmsmltto your honorable bodies 
Die reports ol the heads of the various bmn- 
ches of the city government, during the past 
calendar year, together with their estimates 
of the appropriations which they will require 
for the current year, and such suggestions in 
relation thereto as seem to me proper to be 
made. 

Upon general consideration of the condition 
of our city, it seems tome that we have reason 
for mutual congratulation. The past year has 
been one of Increasing prosperity in a marked 
degree. Opportunities of employment have 
multiplied, wages lmvc advanced, our in¬ 
dustries are more prosperous, trade is more 
active and a comparison of the slock list now 
and one year auo shows a marked upward 
movement in all our substantial local securi¬ 
ties. All signs Indicate fhat capital has re¬ 
covered from Its nervousness, ami that W6 
may now reasonably expect our full share In 
the increasing prosperity of the country. 

As to our financial condition as a rauni- 
pallty, the statement of Lho City* Controller 
shows l hat the continued issuance of the per¬ 
manent Improvement, bonds for tite purposes 
authorized by vole of the people has increased 
our gross bonded debt from $14,898,801.87 one 
year ago lo $] 8,412.(101.87, but the accretion of 
money in the sinking funds has reduced the 
net debt to $11,029,585.81*' a net increase of 
$757,001.41. At the same time, the improved 
creditor the city, and tire change in financial 
conditions whereby we are enabled to place 


our bonds, either in making a new loan or In 
refunding an old one, at about half the rale of 
Interest which we had to pay in farmer years, 
has rnused Lhe proportionate interest charge 
on our outstanding municipal obligations to 
steadily diminish. There are still to he issued 
of the perm ana nt. improvement bonds above 
mentioned, $1,085,300. as shown by the dot ailed 
statement below, which will further increase 
the gross debt by that amount, but on April 
1st, proximo, $2,398,000 of our old 7 per cent, 
wuier loan matures. Of this amount there Is 
provision in the sinking fund tor the redemp¬ 
tion of nil hut $993,000, which will have to be 
refunded. With the improved credit of the 
city and the recent act of the Legislature of 
of New York making our Securities a legal In¬ 
vestment for trust funds in that state, we 
should be able to float this refunding loan at 
about three and one half per cent., and the re¬ 
duction in the annual interest charge will be 
very considerable. 

It is proposed to make tins a twelve-year 
loan, subject to the right of the city to redeem 
a proportionate amount ouch year. The city 
will take for its sinking funds *270,000. namely 
the SUU.OdO redeemable March 1, 1899, the $90,000 
redeemable March 1, 1900, and the $90,000 re¬ 
deemable March 1,1901, leaving bonds U> the 
amount of $693,001) lo he offered for sale In the 
open market. 

As to the advantageous influence of the im¬ 
provement of the credit of the city, and the 
conscientious pursuit of our sinking fund 
policy, the figures of the City Controller show 
an Interesting comparison with the past. 
Although the city has Issued bonds and ac¬ 
quired permanent improvements to the 
amount of over five millions of dollars within 
the last three years, our net bonded debt is 
actually over $2,000,000 less than it was 17 years 
ago, a]though our population and tux bearing 
wealth has vastly increased. And the aver¬ 
age Interest rule upon our on island lug bonds 
is now a small fraction over four and one- 
eighth per cent, ns against more than six and 
oue-haif percent. In 1881, making a difference 
in our fuvor of over a quarter ofa million a 
year.

Our condition in respect to the relation of 
our annually collected revenues to our annual 
expenditures docs not make so favorable aa 
exhibit. 

Through over-sanguine estimates of the 
revenues which would neenre from various 
sources, coupled with a natural desire to keep 
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the rate of taxation at the lowest possible 
figure during the late period of depression, 
our collected revenues have run below our 
appropriations for expenditure to an amount 
now estimated at over $1,500,01)0. Since there 
are estimated tube collectable revenues and 
hens outstanding to offset It this is no 
aspersion upon the solvency of the city, but it 
Is an unbusinesslike and expensive method 
of conducting our aff'airs, and it ought to he 
amended. Its effect, in a sentence, is to make 
the city postpone payment on a large floating 
Indebtedness from one year to another, and 
borrow money from the banks to pay off what 
cannot be kited. 

Whatever the extenuating circumstances 
incident to the creation of this temporary 
deficiency in the desire not to cut down ap¬ 
propriations for valuable public improve¬ 
ments upon which many of our people found 
employment, and at the same lime to make 
the mi Huge rate of taxation as light as 
possible during the period of industrial de¬ 
pression, I am clearly of the opinion Mint the 
continuation of this habit of annually 
running behind and as regularly borrowing 
money at a high rate of Interest to make it 
up cannot be called good financiering. 

The time has come when this deficiency 
should be wiped out, and a change made from 
the policy which created it. I am loath to 
recommend a bond issue for this purpose. A 
deficiency arising through a shortage of in¬ 
come in comparison with expenditures is, in 
strict construct ion, scarcely such an item as 
should find a place in our bonded debt. Upon 
the other hand, to add the six mills necessary 
to make up this million and a half to the tax 
levy of this or any other single year, would 
put too heavy a burdeu upon the tax-paying 
community I would suggest as a possible 
compromise that the policy of setting aside 
the product of say two mills of the annual 
taxation for ibe next three years, beginning 
this year, should be deliberately adopted, this 
half million annually to be devoted tocloar- 
tngoft our books. This would distribute the 
burden so that, it could more easily be borne 
in harmony with the sinking fund system by 
which we now provide for our bonded debt. 
Hut whether by tills method or by some other' 
wliich your wisdom may devise, 1 urge that 
you take up tiffs matter in earnest, and deal 
candidly and finally with it. Of course, tills 
implies* also that due care should betaken 
not to fall into the former error ol over-esti¬ 
mating revenues in framing the lax-levying 
ordinance. 

As to tire assessed taxable valuation upon 
which (he largest part of the revenue for the 
ensuing year will he raised, it. is impossible to 
speak with definite accuracy until I he 
assessors are nearer the completion ol their 
work. Tire triennial assessment coming this 
>enr, and the new Act of Assembly with re¬ 
gard to the classification mukfng many 
changes, add to the difficulty of estimating 
safely in advance of the official data. It 
seems probable, however, t hat the increases 
and reductions will so fur balance each other 
that the difference In ihe net tax basis this 
year from that, of Inst year will have no 
appreciable effect on the mil Inge. On this 
subject, however, you will of course have 
definite information before framing the tax- 
Icvyingand appropriation ordinances. 

During the past 12 months the five police 
magistrates collected and turned into the city 
treasury, through this office, fines nna forfeit¬ 
ures amounting to S29.yM.G2, being slightly in 
excess of the receipts of the previous year. 


Additional 1o this there was $78 received ns 
fees for lodging house licenses issued in pursu¬ 
ance of the Act of Assembly of date July 2d, 
1895. 

The total number of prisoners brought be¬ 
fore the police magistrates was 15,881, of whom 
8,882 paid fines; 8.168 were committed to jail; 
2,518 were committed to Jhe workhouse, 6,686 
were discharged; 110 were held lor court; 82 
were committed to the reform school; 18 were 
sent to the poor farm, and 8 to the various 
hospitals, the remainder being otherwise dis¬ 
posed of. By a comparison with last year’s 
report, it will be seen that there has been an 
increase in the number of arrests of about I,- 
800, while the increase in Die amount paid in 
fines and forfeitures is but a little over $200. 
Yet the increase in the number of discharges 
is only 40. This peculiar showing is accounted 
for by the fact that the number of persons 
committed to the jail and the workhouse in¬ 
creased over 25 per cent., being 5,681 u$ com¬ 
pared with 4.589 in the previous 12 months, so 
that the failure of the statement of receipts to 
show an increase commensurate with tne in¬ 
crease in the number of eases heard Is not duo 
to any undue leniency on the part of the 
magistrates in dealing with tiffs class of petty 
criminals, but is owing to the inability of per¬ 
sons arrested to pay the fines imposed, Com¬ 
pelling them to endure imprisonment Instead. 

I would call your attention to the compara¬ 
tive absence from the record of crimes and 
misdemeanors of the higher and more serious 
grades. This speaks well, not only for the 
character of our own population, but also for 
the zeal and vigilance of the police adminis¬ 
tration in deterring professional criminals 
from making this city a favorite resort. 

Of the total of 15,881 arrests, 9,521, or more 
than three-fifths, were for drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct, the latter in almost every 
case due to drink. Of the others, 1641) were ar¬ 
rested for vagrancy: 2,829 as suspicious per¬ 
sons; 486 for violating city ordinances; 153 for 
street walking; 46 for interference with an of¬ 
ficer in the discharge of his duty; 268 for keep¬ 
ing disorderly houses; 607 for visiting tlie 
same; 21 for keeping gambling houses; 164 for 
visiting gamb)Ing houses; 101 for gambling; 85 
for larceny; 80 for exposure of the person, 27 
for incorrigibility; 26 for trespass; 14 for mali¬ 
cious mischief. 14 for robbery; 14 for burglary; 
22 for corner loafing; 16 for selling liquor with• 
out license; 11 for entering a building with in¬ 
tent to commit a felony, and not so many »us 
10 lor any other offense. 

The good resulting from the enforcement of 
the lodging bouse Act of 1895 is by no means 
to he measured by the trifling amount real¬ 
ized therefrom for the city treasury, it was 
never intended as a revenue-producing meus- 
ure, the fee being merely nominal. The 89 li¬ 
censes issued represent 94 premises carefully 
examined by the police, the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection and the Bureau of Health, 
with the result that fire escapes have been 
erected where needed to Insure the safety of 
the inmates. New and improved plumbing 
has been put in and the general sanitary con¬ 
dition of these houses greatly improved. 

The experience of another year, and consul¬ 
tation with the police authorities strengthens 
the opinion expressed to your honorable 
bodies in my message of a year ago that the 
necessity is urgent for ihe passage of an ordi¬ 
nance regulating billiard and pool rooms un¬ 
der a license system. The ordinance should 
fix the hour of closing and the age below 
which hoys should be lorblddcn to play in or 
frequenttlje.se rooms, and t he license should 
be revocable by the police authorities as one 
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of the penalties for violating the ordinance. 
Many of those rooms as they are now con¬ 
ducted are nurseries of vice and a nuisance to 
the neighborhood in which they cluster. 
Hoys of all ages attend them at night; fall by 
association with bad men, and undergo a vi¬ 
cious schooling, which ultimately leads them 
to the reform school, the workhouse and the 
penitentiary- It is but a fewdfiys since one 
gang of 15, ranging in age from 12 to 20 years, 
and having headquarters in these resorts, fell 
into the hands of the police charged with a 
large number of petty robberies. I consider 
such an ordinance of vital advantage, and 
urge that you will give the matter your early 
attention. 

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The chief items in the total increase of 8144.- 
506.25 in the estimate of the Diiector of the De- 
partmentof Public Workarein the bureaus 
of city property, water supply and distribu¬ 
tion, parks and street repaving. The increase 
of $34,U00 for the Bureau of City Properly rep¬ 
resents modern elevator service for City Hall 
and the renovation and refurnishing of the 
Council chambers. Of the necessity for these 
improvements there are no better judges than 
yourselves. The inadequam elevator service 
is a daily annoyance to all citizens who have 
business in City Had above the first story. 
The appropriation necessary to replace it with 
suitable appliances, essential to the public 
convcniei.ee, lias been recommended time 
after time by your committees, winch have 
considered the matter, but it has always failed 
at the last moment to find a place in the Ap¬ 
propriation Ordinance. 

The condition of the Council chambers and 
t he connecting reception room you have be¬ 
fore you at every meeting, and need no re¬ 
minder of it. It is the desire of the Director ot 
the Department of Public Works to remodel 
and refurnish these rooms, and he counts 
upon your own observation and experience 
for support. This estimate also includes pro¬ 
vision for an electric light plant in City Hall, 
which we ought to have. 

The increase of S6C34H.20 for the Bureau of 
Water Supply and Distribution is a necessary 
incident of the rapid growth of our city, if 
this desirable progress is not to be discouraged 
and checked, the city must promptly follow 
the lines of new buildings in the suburban 
districts with the extension of its water ser¬ 
vice. The people have learned to expect this 
and have a right to have it, and any undue re¬ 
striction of expenditure in this direction 
would be false economy. The exceptionally 
large increase asked this year is due to the 
fact that no appropriation was made for this 
purpose last year, and we have therefore to 
provide now for two years in one. 

The increase of $25,000 in the estimate for 
parks is due chiefly to the necessity of provid¬ 
ing for the new zoological garden, the lighting 
of the parks and for property purchased in 
Schenley Bark. The new zoological buildings 
are now completed, and much of the grading 
around them is done. These buildings, pre¬ 
sented to the city at a cost of $125,000, by Hon. 
O. L. Magee and Ids associates in Die Fort Pitt 
Traction Company, are unsurpassed any¬ 
where, and we expect soon to see them filled 
with a collection of animals, which will be a 
source of enjoyment and instruction to our 
people and an attraction to visitors from far 
and near. 

In the matter of street repaving, the Director 
ofihis department suggests that $30,000 more 
than last year could be profitably spent, and 


submits a schedule showing In detail the 
streets to be repaved. In this connection it is 
proper to remind you that the gua rantee time 
on a large mileage of asphalt paving has al¬ 
ready expired, and these streets must there¬ 
fore be kept in repair by the city. 

These are the chief items of increase pro¬ 
posed in the regular estimate of this Depart¬ 
ment, and they are somewhat offset by de¬ 
creases in other bureaus. 

The operations of this Department for the 
past year have been marked by several works 
of unusual magnitude and Importance. Ex¬ 
cellent progress has been made in the large 
undertaking of constructing the boulevards, 
which will shortly give us a magnificent 
driveway connecting the downtown district 
wit h the beam ies of both of our leading parks, 
and traversing some of the most attractive 
scenery to be found any w lie re. Work on the 
new low level reservoir, which will supply all 
the downtown district more conveniently and 
economically, has progressed at gratifying 
speed, and there is now no reason to doubt 
that the reservoir will be completed during 
the present year and turned over to t he city 
at the time specified in the contract. The fin¬ 
ishing of Four Mile run sewer, which has been 
three years in building, virtually completes 
the Municipal system of main sewers, making 
provision for all the large drainage basins. 
The large steel bridge over Junction Hollow 
has been completed, and three-fourths of the 
construction work on the stone bridge over 
St. Pierre Hollow has been done. The mac¬ 
adam loads in Schenley Park have all been 
finished, and about 25,000 trees and shrubs 
have been planted along the roadways and In 
other parts of the park. Many acres of land 
have been graded and laid down afresh in 
grass, and thousands of wild flowers set out in 
the woods. Our conservatories in extent and 
in floral luxuriance surpass anything else of 
their kind in the country. The Faster show 
last spring was the finest display of flowers 
ever seen in any greenhouse, and in two 
weeks was visited by 50,000 people. On one 
day of the crysauthem uni show last fall, 15,000 
people passed through the buildings. As a 
pleasure ground our parks are now appreci¬ 
ated beyond measure. .Notwithstanding the 
extreme hot weather at the time of our last 
Fourth of July celebration, 150,000 persons 
spent the day in Schenley Park, and thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed the continuous entertainment 
provided for them by public subscription. 
The school children’s Jubilee, attended last 
year by 50,000 persons, is a new feature, but 
gives promise of being a settled institution. 
The principal addition to Highland Park—the 
new zoological garden—is elsewhere alluded 
to. In this as well as in the small parks am! 
breathing spots, and upon the new ground re¬ 
cently acquired on the South Side for park 
purposes, much necessary grading and tree 
and flower planting has been done. 

Apart from these more conspicuous opera¬ 
tions, the work of the various bureaus has 
been satisfactorily progressive upon the gen¬ 
eral lines previously marked out. 

You will observe that in addition to the es¬ 
timates already discussed. Director Bigelow 
asks for a special appropriation amounting to 
8764,000. This amount, while set forth under 
eight separate items, can be Considered under 
two heads, to wit: $144,000 for the construction 
of a rising main, by which water is to be lifted 
to the new reservoir and a supply main con¬ 
necting that reservoir with the distributing 
system down town, and $020,000 for the re¬ 
building of bridges. As to the first item, you 
are aware that Hie new reservoir is to be com- 
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pleted during the present year. It is being 
constructed at lar^e expense, and will un¬ 
doubtedly add greatly to the efficiency of our 
water system and the economy of operating 
it. Without these mains to connect It with 
the river upon one side and the downtown 
piping system on the other, It will stand ut¬ 
terly useless. The question of whether we 
shall make these improvements necessary to 
get the practical benefit, of this large expendi¬ 
ture upon the reservoir, is one which does not 
admit of two opintuns, The only room fur 
difference, it seems to me, 3s as to how the 
money shall be obtained. 

The larger Items of expenditure, aggregating 
over $609,000 for bridges, are expenditures 
which the Director, wJio is clothed with re¬ 
sponsibility by the city for the proper main¬ 
tenance of all its public works, declares to be 
essential to the preservation and safety of the 
bridges named in his schedule. Touching 
this. I would call yonr attention to the follow¬ 
ing paragraph from his annual report of last 
year, to your honorable bodies, In which he 
renews with additional urgency the recom¬ 
mendations made in a previous report, He 
says: 

"In this connection, I desire also to again 
call your attention to the necessity of a special 
provision on account of the bridges across the 
Monongahela. The Tenth street bridge must 
be rebuilt entirely. The Point bridge requires 
repairing, which will cost In the neighborhood 
of $100,000. The owners of theternithfield street 
bridge had the specifications prepared for re* 
flooring It when they sold to the city, and of 
course 11 a condition is showing the effect of 
another year's travel. All these expenditures, 
amounting to about $5011,000, were foreseen at 
the lime tlie bridges were bought, and were 
taken into account in fixing their values, but 
no provision has yet been made for them, al¬ 
though they were scheduled in the estimates 
for fids Department at the beginning of the 
presetu fiscal year.’* 

These are problems largely of engineering. 
The necessity for the city to maintain In safe 
and good condition these bridges which It has 
bought or built can of course admit of no dis¬ 
pute. If this requires such an expenditure as 
this at this time, it is the duty of your honor¬ 
able bodies lo take In hand seriously and with 
discretion the matter of providing for H. 
Whether this as well as the expenditure pre¬ 
viously discussed In connection with the com¬ 
pletion of the new reservoir, should be treated 
as belonging in the class of permanent Im¬ 
provements, and the matter of providing the 
means for it be by the sale of bonds, or 
whether an attempt should be made to pro¬ 
vide for it in the tax levy, is one for your care¬ 
ful consideration. Our policy in the main, as 
well as the tendency of almost, all other cities, 
has been to meet the cost of improvements 
which may be regarded as additions to tlie 
permanent municipal plant by bond issue, 
rather than by immediate tax levy. The pres¬ 
ent condition of the money market, and the 
exceptionally high credit of our city, enabling 
it to sell 3 % per cent, bonds at a premium, 
rather encourages the continuance of this pol¬ 
icy. I need hardly suggest, however, that no 
Increase in the municipal bonded debt should 
be recommended, except with wise foresight 
and consideration for any other requirements 
of this character which may probably become 
necessary in the next year. 

The Director of the Department of Public 
Safety asks for an appropriation of $1,128,869.- 
96, being an increase of $15,221.90 over the ex¬ 
penditures of last year. 


The detailed comparative statement trans¬ 
mitted herewith shows estimated increases of 
about $43,006 in the Bureaus or Fire and Police, 
which are reduced to the net increase above 
given by decreases iu other expenditures, 
mainly of $10,000 in general office expenses, 
$10,000 in special Hems and S2,000in the Bureau 
of Health. 

The increase in the estimates for the Bureaus 
of Fire and Police represent an increase Of 14 
firemen and 40 policemen. 

Engine house No. 27, situated at-the corner 
of Lincoln avenue and Renfrew street, in the 
Twenty-first ward, which is designed to 
afford protection to a large and growing sec¬ 
tion of Ibe city, will be finished in the early 
spring, and an additional company wiiJ be re¬ 
quired to take charge of It. 

In this connection I would call your atten¬ 
tion to the special items estimated or the 
purchase of a site and the const!uction of an 
engine house in the Twentieth ward; $10800 
for a lot and 823,000 for the building. This 
ward is one of the largest in area, and is the 
largest in population, assessed valuation and 
in its return of personal property, in the city. 
Since the development of a general system of 
rapid transit, its growth has been so rapid that 
it has entirely distanced the means at present 
in operation for giving protection from tire. 
A section which pays so large a proportion of 
the taxes of the cit.y certainly has a right to a 
fair measure of service in return, from the 
Fire Bureau, and from the Police Bureau as 
well. All our East End wards, in fact, have 
grown so rapidly that these proposed increases 
will only partially supply the deficiency 
which now exists. 

More than a year ego your honorable bodies 
realized the necessity of adding to the police 
force, and wisely authorized the employment 
of 41) additional policemen. When the appro¬ 
bation ordinance came to be considered, 

nwever, the necessary provision for paying 
them was not made, and the ordinance author¬ 
izing the increase has therefore remained as 
though It had never been passed. The reports 
of the police magistrates show that the police 
force is vigorously and efficiently directed, but 
it is not large enough for t he enlarged residence 
area arid increased population of the city. 
There has been virtually no increase in the 
number of patrolmen since 1S92, during which 
five years our population has increased about 
15 per cent, and the mileage of streets to be 
patrolled lias lengthened at even a more rapid 
rale. 

We now have an average of 11 patrolmen to. 
each square mile of territory, and one to each 
917 of population. A comparison of these 
figures with those of other leading cities from 
wliich official figures were obiaihnble shows 
that Pittsburgh is far below the average which 
other communities have found necessary. 
Tukingfor comparison the clliesof Balthpore, 
Boston, Brooklyn, Buffalo, Chicago, Cincin¬ 
nati, Jersey City, Newark, Philadelphia. 
Providence and Washington, we find but one 
city, (Washington), so low In the number of 
patrolman per square mite of territory as our 
own. The figures range from 28 in Brooklyn, 
25 In Ball inmre, 19 in Boston and 10 In Jersey 
City, to 13 In Philadelphia ami 12 each In 
Buffalo nnrt Cincinnati. None of these cities 
has so small a police force In proportion to its 
population save Cincinnati, which has one 
patrolman for every 920 people, while we have 
one to 917. The number of people to each 
patrolman run? as low in some of tlie other 
cities as 5:13 In Washington, 003 In Boston. 008 
in Brooklyn and 649 In Chicago,the pay-roll of 
our police force is also lower In proportion to 





























population than in any of these other cilies, 
with the single exception oi Cincinnati, 

In view of all these considerations, in my 
opinion. 40 is an under-estimate of lhe number 
of additional policemen needed at Ibis time, 
and as a further assistance in policing the 
large outer wards, I would recommend the 
creation of a small mounted force, and an in¬ 
crease in the bicycle squad, which Is no longer 
»u experiment, but has proved its value. 

The operations of the police bureau are 
alluded to In conneclion with the statistics of 
the magistrates’ courts. Of the work of the 
Bureau of Fire it should be recorded that while 
Pittsburgh was visited during the year with 
Its most disastrous fire since 1845, yet In the 
public prints and In general comment, the 
efficiency and intelligent management by 
which the destruction was confined to a very 
limited area were widely and highly praised, 
Of the runk and file, the proud but mournful 
record of those who were killed in the brave 
performance of their duty had three more 
names added lo It during the year; Geo. W. 
Acheson,of No. 15company, and EzraXxlover 
and Harry B. Holt, of No. 3. 

The detailed statistics of the Bureau of 
Health, which will be presented to you here¬ 
after, show that the year 1897 was d isi ingu i shed 
by the unusually favorable condition of the 
public health of our city. The death rate per 
thousand was only 16.5. Tills minimum has 
been reached by a progressive decline since 
1891, when the mortality rate was raised by the 
Influenza epidemic, Perhaps no city whose 
existancehas lasted a lifetime, and which Is 
so well endowed with Institutions which at¬ 
tract the sick and aged from a Jarge popula¬ 
tion outside its limits, can boast of so low a 
death rule. Indeed we compare favorably 
with recently settled western cities, in which 
the low death rale Is largely due to the lack 
of aged persons und to their boom hubit of esti¬ 
mating their population unduly high. 

That this decline In the death rate Is due to 
Improved sanitary conditions and better 
supervision of the public health is shown by 
the fact ihat the four Important communi¬ 
cable diseases, diphtheria, scarlet fever, ty¬ 
phoid fever and consumption, hist year caused 
but two-thirds of the average annual death 
rate from these causes. 

While there are considerable annual varia¬ 
tions In the prevalence of such diseases, a 
survey of recent years shows that they ure de¬ 
clining. In general, the number of deaths has 
remained about the same through a period of 
years In which the population hus mure than 
doubled. 

It is a noteworthy fact that while the deaths 
from diphtheria and scarlet fever, which come 
within the purview of ihe city health officials, 
have remained stationary, the falailty of the 
less dreaded diseases, measles and whooping 
cough, which the law places under no restric¬ 
tions, has increased with the population. As 
a cousequence, diphtheria and croup caused 
but a filth more deaths last year than whoop¬ 
ing cough, and scarlet fever less than a third 
as many as measles. 

In the number of Uvea Baved, the most 
brilliant showing is In connection w|i It small¬ 
pox. There have been no deaths lo riitbburgh 
from this cause In three years, and hut seven 
since 1884, which contrasts with 777 in the pre¬ 
ceding four years. 

The mortality from diphtheria was lower In 
the past year than in any year since J875, and 
lower in proportion to population then in any 
previous year of which there arc records. The 
percentage of recovery from this disease has 


increased progressively with the increase in 
the amount of diphtheria anti-toxin produced 
and distributed. The quantity distributed 
last year wus one-half greater than the year 
before, and as this remedy is as expensive, 
weight for weight, as gold, the quantity dis¬ 
tributed free by the city of Pittsburgh last year 
would have cost the patients at present retail 
priceB more than $7,000, 

One of the most striking needs of the Bureau 
of Health is provision for running the fine dis¬ 
infecting plant built at a cost of about $5,000 
more than a year ago, and which has never 
been put Into operation. The disinfection at 
prespnt carried on is imperfect, but represents 
the best that can be done will) wholly in¬ 
adequate means. With this plant in operation 
we would have an ideal system. I understand 
that ao ordinance for this purpose is now 
pending before your honorable bodies, and I 
trust that it will be borne In mind in the pre¬ 
paration of Ihe appropriation ordinance. 

In the same connection,I wish to emphasize 
the necesslly of a hospital for the isolation of 
contagions diseases. The exceptional Showing 
already made In the matter of small-pox, the 
one disease which we have now proper equip¬ 
ment for Isolating—I k an indleal ion of what 
could be accomplished with regard to other 
communicable diseases if we had similar 
facilities. In pressing this matter again upon 
your attention, I an re preset) ting, not only the 
experienced wisdom of the municipal health 
authorities, but also the general medical judg¬ 
ment of the city. 

The year has been one of marked progress m 
the city’s electrical system. The fire alarm 
and police telegraph systems were removed 
from City Hall to the new building of tbe De- 
partment of Public Safety, ami while the work 
was all done under the direction of Superin¬ 
tendent Morris W. Mead and by attaches of 
the bureau, a temporary service was supplied 
whereby not a police or fire call was missed or 
delayed, although the underground system 
was connected in at the same time and the 
poles and overhead wires in the downtown 
district taken down. 

The matter of changing from an overhead to 
an underground system is a very important 
one, covering as it does the central business 
section of the city, out l J en» avenue as far as 
Sixteenth street, Webster avenue to Tunnel 
street, Second avenue to Koss street, and 
Forbes avenue to Boyd street. 

The best evidence of Ihe efficiency with 
which the supervision of electric wiring Is ex¬ 
ercised is found in ihe fact that not a single 
file ascribed to the crossing of electric wires 
occurred during the year. 

The gross estimate of the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Charities Is $155,242, or 
about $35,000 less than last year. The various 
Items making up the running expense ac¬ 
count run about as before, the decrease being 
in the matter of permanent Improvements. 
The permanent improvements added to the 
equipment of this department last year were 
principally the addition to ihe male Insane 
asylum, a fine fireproof building and the nur¬ 
sery build!Jig, intended for the accommoda¬ 
tion of children. Both are desirable and nec¬ 
essary improvements, and were made ala rea¬ 
sonable cost. The amount asked for perma¬ 
nent improvemenIs during the coming yearl* 
but $19,500, Ihe chief item tejng $8,000 for a me¬ 
chanical niter nnd hot water purifier 
I would suggest that you take into consid¬ 
eration the allowance of a larger sum for out¬ 
door relief. A great many applications, espe¬ 
cially for transportation, are made through 
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this office, and I therefore speak from personal 
experience K frequently happens that indi¬ 
gent persons are forwarded as lar as this point 
from the castor west, on their journey furl her 
Inone direction or Iheother. In many deserv¬ 
ing cases it also happens that men, sometimes 
bringing their families with them, come here 
expecting to gel work,and are disappointed. 
They cannot be allowed to si at ve, and it fre¬ 
quently becomes a matter of personal contri¬ 
bution to assist them out of town. The De¬ 
partment of Public Charities has not had mar¬ 
gin enough in its appropriation to care lor 
them. Aside from the dictates of humanity, 
it is wise economy to help them forward to 
points where, if they are unable to care for 
themselves, they shall become a public charge 
upon the community to which they properly 
belong, rather than upon our own. 

The administration of the City Attorney’s 
office deserves the highest commendation. 
The large amount, of city legislation depend¬ 
ing in the courts requiring daily attention, 
involving thousands of dollars, and including 

uestlons of serious moment, lias been con- 

acted with efficiency and with remat kabie 
success. Proceedings before viewers have 
been reduced to a system whereby consider¬ 
able sums of money are Raved 10 the city 
monthly: lucid, terse arid trustworthy opin¬ 
ions upon Important matters constantly aris¬ 
ing have always been promptly rendered; the 
office business necessarily incident to such 
legislation, assessments and the filing and re¬ 
viving of countless municipal liens is attended 
to with ftdeliiy and dispatch, and the collec¬ 
tions of the office, now reaching nearly a mil¬ 
lion dollars annually, are made and paid over 
instantly to the City Treasurer under a sys¬ 
tem so simple, plain and profitable to the city, 
that it might well be adopted by our other de¬ 
partments not having a system of regular and 
prompt settlement. 

The Central Board ot .Education certifies for 
nn appropriation of $773,060,an Increase of $13,- 
675 over last year. This appropriation is one 
5n which Councils have no discretion. 

A system of public baths is an imperative 
need, not only as a means of healthful living, 
bur, also, as a necessity for counteracting the 
unsanitary conditions of I he occupiers of lodg¬ 
ing houses. Public safety demands an ade¬ 
quate system of public baths. A majority of 
the patrons of lodging houses belong to the 
lower classes—the flotsam and Jetsam of all 
other cities—and because they are so low they 
are dirty and unclean. The tendency of the 
lodging houses is downwards, and the envir¬ 
onment Is such as keeps a man vicious with¬ 
out I he strictest supervision of lodging houses, 
the patrons of many of them are a menace to 
the sanitary safety of the community. The 
cultivation of the habit of personal cleanliness 
has a favorable effect upon the character, 
tending to self-respect and decency of life. In 
the appropriation for the year 18G7, there was 
$5,0W> appropriated for public baths. The 
committee from Councils, together with the 
Superintendent of the Board of Health and 
tile .Mayor, upon examining into the matter, 
found that the sum was totally inadequate In 
any way to be made use of for the j urposc 
intended. Pittsburgh is behind all oilier dries 
in this respect, and I ain firmly of ihc opinion 
that if an additional appropriation of $20,600 
were to be made for this purpose, in addition 
lo that already made, and the money ex¬ 
pended carefully, after thorough investigation 
by a John commit lee of Councils in connection 
with tiie Bureau of Health, I am satisfied (hat 
the result would largely exceed the ouilay, 
and meet the demands of the public. 


filtration. 

The Allegheny river supplies all the wants 
of the community for water in so far as quan¬ 
tity is concerned. It has been contended by 
scientific men and the public generally, sup 
ported by facts, that filtration is a necessity 
and by its adoption water is not only purified 
hut made healthy. Instances to prove these 
statements are numerous, not only abroad, 
but In this country. The health of the com¬ 
munity should be one of its first oonsfdera 
tions, and Councils should deal liberally In 
providing means ample for the thorough in¬ 
vestigation that is now in progress by the 
body created by you for the best system that 
can be adopted. I most respectfully call your 
attention to the report of progress of the body 
created by the authority of the ordinance 
passed by you and approved June 10th 1KIM1 
to investigate 1 he necessity, best methods and 
cost of establishing a filtration plant for the 
purification of our public wrier supply. 1 
herewith transmit the same, and desire to say 
that the body, composed pail ly of our leading 
citizens and business men, have given their 
earnest attention to ihese labors in the past 
year without taking into eons) derm ion for a 
moment the inconvenience and time con¬ 
sumed in pursuing their investigations and 
following the strictest and most rigid econ¬ 
omy in every way possible. Owing to the de¬ 
lay in being able to begin the te-t with me¬ 
chanical fillers as soon as had been expected, 
ft will be of the utmost importance that the 
investigations be continued for a longer pe¬ 
riod than was at first anticipated. To give 
these filters a fair and thorough trial with 
Pittsburgh water in its various conditions, it 
is their opinion that the amount of $25 <00 al¬ 
ready appropriated will not cover the expense 
beyond the first of May, prox., ancl that a fair 
trial ot ihe mechanical filters cannot be uc- 
compiishedby that lime, therefore making It 
necessary mask your honorable bodies for a 
further appropriation of $10,000 to cover such 
expenses as may be necessary after that date. 
Should this amount nut be grunted to the 
body, it- would most likely result in disaster 
to what is already been accompli lied by 
them, and should such be the case, the public 
know’ where to place the responsibility. For 
years our cltizenshave been complaining,and 
very Justly, too, about the character oftfnir 
water. We have an unlimited supply, and it 
Is fur this body to try every available experi¬ 
ment in their power to improve it In so lar as 
the quality is concerned, and I ask in so im¬ 
portant a matter (one so plain that It has gone 
beyond (he Bmil or argument) that you grant 
the additional amount requested by them fn 
their report. This matter appeals to ns from 
every view we take of It, and I urn sure that 
our people are deeply interested in the early 
introduction of a general system of filtration 
that will provide lor their use clean and pure 
water, and for which they have a right U> ask 
our hearty support and assistance. 


LIBRARY, * 

The Carnegie Free Library has and is now 
distributing information lothe peopleund pu¬ 
pils of the public schools that- enlightens and 
tenches all, mid fit. the same time affords 
meatis to many who otherwise would not have 
the opportunity for seif-In struct Ion. Its influ¬ 
ence spreads out In almost every direction, 
and when the branch libraries (now located 
and appropriations now made for ihelr erec¬ 
tion by tlie trustees) are built, their use will 
reach every home and school, and m them¬ 
selves provide n liberal system of education. 
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Appropriation made, the maintenance and 
support of these branches wiJl bring an abun¬ 
dant return, and it is a matter that appeals to 
every intelligent citizen, and in my opinion 
there Is do reason why Pittsburgh, with its 
main library and branches w hen built and put 
in operation, should not rank first of any city 
in the United Slates in this particular. Nolh- 
mg gives a more positive proof of culture, in¬ 
telligence arid liberality of the people, and re- 
suits have taught us that nothing adds greater 
reputation to the name of a city than such an 
institution as we now possess in the gift of 
Mr. Carnegie, known here and abroad as the 
Carnegie Library, including in it music hall, 
art gallery and museum, and commending it¬ 
self to the general support of the community, 
always tree and open to the public, 1 respect¬ 
fully call your attention to the letter of Mr. 
Frew, President of the Board of Trustees of 
Carnegie Library, of date 2utb hist., herewith 
transmitted, In reply to my inquiry regarding 
the branch buildings of the Carnegie Library, 
which be informs me that ihe Seventeenth 
ward (Lawrenceville) will be ready for use by 
March 1st next. The amount asked to be ap¬ 
propriated for maintenance of same is $ 2 , 000 , 
(one year, salaries, supplies, fuel and gas, tele¬ 
phone service, etc.,) books and periodicals, 
$10,000; total, $12,3oO. The tempernnceville Li¬ 
brary (Thirty-second ward) plans for building 
have been under consideration for some time, 
and are now nearly completed, and the con¬ 
tract for this building will be let at the earliest 
date. It is hoped that by March 1st, 1891), two 
additional buildings will be completed and 
ready for occupancy. It is the wish of the 
Board of Trustees to finish the buildings as 
soon as the city is ready to provide for them. 
In connection with the buildings of the branch 
library, I desire io say that If Connells can in 
any way consistently see their way clear to 
provide fur all of them, it should be their duly 
to do so with the least possible delay, as the 
communities in which they arc located have 
now waited over two years for an opportunity 
to be able to make use of them, and more-pat- 
t.lcularly in the closely built up school district. 
I am loath to make a recommendation for an 
appropriation for the equipment and mainle- 
nence ofall the branch libraries in the Appro¬ 
priation Ordinance for the year 1898, but in my 
opinion it would be money well spent, as those 
branches will extend their influence In all 
parts of the city, bringing Intelligence, respect 
for law and order and the stability of popular 
institutions. For the main library and the 
Lawrenceville branch, the Board ot Trustees 
of the Carnegie Library ask an appropriation 
of $90,000 for the year 1898, divided as follows: 
Building, *21.555.60; music hall, f1,500; contin¬ 
gent fund, $5,000; library, salaries and ex¬ 
penses, $29,284; books and periodicals, $35,000. 
The experience of the heads of departments 
for two years show that the first four Items 
cannot be reduced without destroying the effi¬ 
ciency of opera ting the library. Should there 
be any reduction made In the amount asked 
it could only be made In the matter of books 
and periodicals. ($Lfl,(HD of which Is asked for 
the Lawrenceville branch)and all are so badly 
needed that it will be a very great drawback 
should the amount be reduced. The library 
management have practiced all the economy 
possible, and should be commended In their 
eflorts to keep down expenses of every char¬ 
acter that could be avoided. I would suggest 
that the city cannot too liberally support, such 
an Institution, and no one can measure the 
extent and usefulness of ils influence, and I 
hope that the appropriation asked for may be 
gran Led. 


BOARD OF ASSESSORS. 

The Board of Assessors ask for an appropri¬ 
ation of $20,000 for the year 1898. I desire to 
call the attention of Councils to the fact that 
the plans of the thirty-seven wards of the city 
have been handled, altered, erased and cor¬ 
rected until they are so worn ns to be almost 
useless in many instances. New plans will be 
required, and with one engineer and draughts¬ 
man now employed, they will not be able lo 
perform the work in time to be of any service 
to the Board prior to the next triennial, with¬ 
out. requiring the services of two assistants lor 
him. so as to have the plans perfect in every 
particular to aid them in equalizing assess¬ 
ments throughout the city. The request is 
reasonable, and I am clearly of the opinion 
that their estimate should be granted. 


KNIGHTS TKMPI.AR. 

The Knights Templar Conclave, to be held 
in tliis city during the month of October, 1898. 
promises, from the information obtained re¬ 
garding the progress made by the committees 
having it in charge up t.o the present, and the 
hotel accommodations already secured by the 
different representatives of these bodies from 
al) parts of the United States, will make It an 
occasion such as at no period in the history ot 
our city have we ever been called upon to en¬ 
tertain so many distinguished visitors. The 
immensity of the triennial conclave of this 
character is a mutter that very few people out¬ 
side of the order have any intelligent idea of, 
and will be the first oi the kind ever held hi 
the state oi Pennsylvania, and It should hea 
m alter of pride with us to see that the demon¬ 
stration will be the result of bringing to the 
notice of visitors from all sections the re¬ 
sources and industries of this great manufac¬ 
turing centre. Also, that from our manufac¬ 
tories and foundries, mills and workshops and 
mines of our city and contiguous territory are 
supplied* greater tonnage of manufacturing 
products and minerals than from any similar 
industries of any other community of equal 
population In the known world. This cele- 
brat Jon will bring our people and visitors to¬ 
gether engaged in'l.he multitudinous branches 
of business, and afford them the opportunity 
of bringing to their notice what labor, skill 
and enterprise are daily contributing to the 
progress of this country and Europe. The or¬ 
der has a membership to-day of over 116,000. 
At the last conclave in Boston there were over 
26,000 Sir Knight* in line. The hotels of Bos¬ 
ton supplied accommodations for 25,516 sir 
Knights. The estimate oft he committee hav¬ 
ing the mailer in charge Is that there will be 
35,000 .sir Knights In line hero next October. 
The record of the railroads in Boston on the 
day of the parade was: Passengers on steam 
railroads* 337,103, and on trolley roads, 782,133, 
making a total of 1,1 19,596. We have as popu¬ 
lous cit ies and towns lo draw from as Boston, 
and the attendance here would be likely 
equally as large if not larger. The Director of 
the Department of Public Safety asks for an 
appropriation of $5,000 for the purpose of se¬ 
curing proper police protection during the 
conclave. The Director of the Department of 
Public WO'-ks asks for an appropriation of 
$5,000 for the care of streets during the con¬ 
clave. For the honor of our city I would 
recommend an appropriation to he made iti 
connection with the above for any ouilays 
that might be unprovided for in the foregoing 
amounts requested. When we had the twen¬ 
ty-eighth encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, some six years ago, Councils ap¬ 
propriated the sum of $25,000 for this purpose. 
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And if Councils in their wisdom should deem 
proper to authorize a similar amount, the 
probabilities are that more than the amount 
expended would be received in benefits. 

As to other matters of less conspicuous mo¬ 
ment, I would call your attention to the neces¬ 
sity of providing for the better and safer care 
of the archives and records of the city. While 
some provision of fireproof vaults has been 
made, there are still many records of con¬ 
stantly increasing value which cannot, with 
the present means, be kept, so that they are 
eilher accessible to the public or sale from de¬ 
struction by fire. If your honorable bodies 
would instruct one of vour committees lo ex¬ 
amine the present stale of the records, and 
the means for taking care of them, I leel con¬ 
fident this matter would commend itself to 
you. 

I would also respectfully renew my recom¬ 
mendation of last year Jor a continuous audit 
oi ttie financial transactions of all brandies of 
the city government. 1 Imply no reflection 
whatever upon either the intelligence or (he 
Integrity of any officer of the ctiy in urging 
this suggestion. Upon the contrary, J am 
sure that I express their own desire in recom¬ 
mending that the syslern of our municipal ac¬ 
counting should be put upon a more business¬ 
like basis, and all ils transactions subject, lo 
the continuous inspection of auditors, w I lose 
duty it should be to report to Councils quar¬ 
terly. wltli power to make a special report at 
any time. 

Thanking your honorable bodies, and the 
heads and officers of the various depart ments 
for the courteous trealment extended to me 
in all our official and personal relations, and 
trusting that you will deal wisely with ail 
these matters laid before you, lam,

Dear Sir:— In compliance with law, I have 
the honor to present to you my annual re¬ 
port of the Department of Public Safety, 
showing the expenditures and receipts for 
twelve months prior to December 1, 1897. 

I also present herewith a carefully pre¬ 
pared estimate of the amount required for the 
the Department of Public Surety for the in¬ 
coming year. 

The estimates for the fiscal year amount to 
$1,128,899.99; for the year 1897 they amounted 
to 81,119,749.80. making an increase in the es¬ 
timates of $12,120.16. In my judgment the 
estimates are as low as possible consistent 
with the large salary list and the necessary 
current expenses to secure efficient work in 
the various bureaus. 

In 1891 there were 546 employes; in the esti¬ 
mates for 1898 the number of employes is 887. 
You will readily observe that the particular 
increase in the department is caused by the 
Increase in salaries. In the Itureau of Police 
estimates we included the salaries for forty 
patrolmen, which were omitted from last 
year’s appropriation, and consequently, they 
were not appointed, although an ordinance 
was passed in 1896 providing therefor. I deem 
It of great importance to the proper policing 
of the city that these salaries be included in 
the appropriation for 1898. 


An ordinance is pending before councils of 
the city of Pittsburgh providing for an appro¬ 
priation of $5,000 for the purpose of securing 
proper police protection during the Knights 
Templar’s Conclave in 1898. In a special ap¬ 
propriation I have asked for the sum of 810, 
800 for the purchase of a lot of ground in the 
Twentieth ward for fire purposes. This is a 
matter that should have received attention 
long ago. The Twentieth ward has an as¬ 
sessed value of over thirty million dollars, 
and has within its borders no fire protection 
whatever. Land is rising in value and the 
vast interests that should be covered by the 
Bureau of Fire require Immediate attention, 
and I, therefore, earnestly recommend the 
appropriation for the purchase of a lot of 
ground for the Bureau of Fire, as provided for 
by ordinance recently passed by councils. 
Tne location and deed to be approved here¬ 
after by councils. 

An engine house in this ward should be 
large enough to accommodate a steam fire 
engine, hook and ladder, hose carriage and 
chemical engine; this would require quite a 
large house, and for that purpose I have in¬ 
cluded in my estimates the sum of $23,000. 

As I have already stated, I have prepared 
these estimates with great care, and believe 
them to be as low as possible consistent with 
maintaining the present number of employes 
and efficient service. 

Trusting that the statements herewith pre¬ 
sented will meet with your endorsement and

Peak- BinJn accordance with law, l have 
the honor to present to you my annual report 
of the Department of Public Works for the 
fiscal year 1897, showing the receipts and ex¬ 
penditures lor ten months and an approxi¬ 
mate estimate for the two remaining months, 
with a carefully prepared estimate of the 
amounts required to properly conduct the 
bureaus in the department during the year 
I8U8. 

In the Bureau of Highways and Sewers the ] 

mileage of streets and sewers to be cared for i 

has largely increased during the past year, 
but with our improved methods of perform¬ 
ing the work we will be able lo care for the 
same at less cost than during the past year. 

In this connection it must be remembered 
that Councils passed an ordinance fixing a 
day's labor at,eight hours, for which I have ; 
provided in my estimate. I have also asked 
for £>,000.00 for care of streets, etc., during the 
Knights Templar Conclave next October, and 
an additional $5,000.00 for repairing two 
bridges, making a total increase of 310,000.00 
over my estimate of last year. 

In the Bureau of City Property there is an 
increase of $33,000.00 over last year. This In¬ 
cludes new elevator, refurnishing and re¬ 
painting Council chambers, electric plant and 
wiring, tmfnting, and new steps for Muni¬ 
cipal hn.ll; also new floor and painting l>ia« f 
mond markets. 

In the Bureau of Water Supply and Distri¬ 
bution increase is due largely to the exten- , 
sirm of domestic pipe lines, made necessary ' 
by the growth of the eity. No amount was 
appropriated for the work last year, although 
askcil for, thereby causing great, ineonvenien- \ 
ce to the public. 

The Increase in the Parks Is due to opera¬ 
tion and maintenance of new Zoological 
Darden, the lighting of the Parks and Zoo, 
and property purchased in Schenley Park. 

You will note in the miscellaneous items I 
have asked for the rebuilding of the Point 
Bridge, Haight's Run bridge, Lincoln Avenue 
bridge, South Tenth Street bridge, and the re¬ 
moval of the Scheidcy Park bridge to Wilmot 
street; the 48 Inch rising main to the new re¬ 
servoir, and the 48 inch supply main from 
new reservoir to Butler .street. Several of 
these items were asked for during the past 
two years but were not allowed. The time 
has now came when necessity demands that 
they must either be provided for in the tax- 
levy or by a bond issue. 


In the Bureau of Engineering and Surveys, 
Water Assessments, Public Eight, Viewers 
and Bridges, the amounts asked for are less 
than last year. 

In preparing the estimates I have endea¬ 
vored to ask for just the amounts actually 
needed.

Sir I have the honor to submit herewi - 
the report of the Department of Charities 
the year ending November 30th, 1897. 
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Annexed hereto you will find a complete 
itemized statement showing in detail the re¬ 
ceipts and disbursements for the year ending 
November 30tb, 18!>7, together with the esti¬ 
mated receipts and requirements for the fis¬ 
cal year beginning February 1st, 1898. 

At the present time the department has 
under its care and maintenance 781 persons, 
as follows: 09 at Dixmont Insane Asylum, 
11 at Concordia Orphans Home, 3 at Home for 
Colored Children, 6 at State Asylum for 
Chronic Insane. Werncrsville: 12 at State In¬ 
stitution for Feeble Minded, Polk; 311 at the 
City Home and Hospitals, Marshal sea. and 
352 at the Insane Department of the City 
Home, Marshalsea. These figures show over 
the corresponding date of the preceding year 
an increase of forty-two (12) insane persons at 
Marshalsea; an increase af two (2) at the State 
Asj him for the Chronic Insane, and an in¬ 
crease of eleven (11) at the State Asylum for 
Feeble Minded. They also show a decrease of 
sixty (60) in the Home Department at Mar- 
shalsea and a decrease of eight (8) at Dixmont 
Insane Asylum. 

Outdoor relief during the past year was fur¬ 
nished as follows: 50,925 bushels of coal, 2,700 

E atrs of shoes, 576 railroad tickets, and 162 
urial orders. We also issued 2,4.56 orders on 
our district physicians, who prescribed and 
compounded for these patients 9,427 prescrip¬ 
tions, making same 5,747 house visits and re¬ 
ceiving 4,404 office calls. This relief shows in 
money expended a gross increase over the sum 
expended in 1896 of seven thousand nine hun¬ 
dred and thirteen and 95-100 ($7,913.95) dollars. 

The gross necessities for the coming year we 
have estimated at one hundred and fifty-five 
thousand two hundred and forty-two ($155,- 
242.60) dollars. Of this sum we ask one hun¬ 
dred and thirty-five thousand seven hundred 
and forty-two ($135,742.00) dollars for running 
expenses, and nineteen thousand five hun¬ 
dred ($19,500.00) dollars for permanent im¬ 
provements. 

The amount for permanent improvements 
is divided as follows: 

$6,000.00 for a mechanical filter and hot 
water purifier. This is necessary, because of 
the injury done to the boilers, pipes, water 
heaters, etc., by mud, lime and acids in the 
water, and with these additions we expect to 
be able to save considerable, as well as annoy¬ 
ance from the giving out of the tubes, pipes, 
spiggots, etc., which sometimes fail us when 
we most need the heat in the hospitals and 
other buildings. 

$5,000.00 for asphaltum paving. This work 
is to be done between the main buildings and 
the dispensary and store house and between 
the buildings above mentioned and the power 
house and ice plant. In rainy weather the 
water percolates down through the broken 
stone, carrying mud with *t and flooding the 
underground tunnels, and being immediately 
between the buildings and In front of the rear 
entrance, mud and dirt Is carried into the 
buildings on the shoes of the inmates, which 
causes a large amount of labor that can be 
abated by this improvement. 

$1,500.00 for painting and varnishing. In or¬ 
der to preserve (he wood, tin and sheet iron 
work paint is necessary, and I believe that it 
wilt be money well spent. 

$5,000,00 for roads and fences. We have 
about finished the roads on the north side of 
the buildings ancl farm; tbe south side is still 
untouched, and in order to get us out of the 
mud this improvement should be made. Wo 
have clone no fencing as yet, because our 


money has been used for other purposes more 
necessary. We should like, however, to do 
some fencing the coming year in order to keep 
the inmates from wandering into forbidden 
territory. 

$2,0i io.OO for extra labor, viz.: stonemasons, 
stonecutters, bricklayers, carpenters, team 
hire, etc. 

The expenditures during the past year, as 
you will observe, have been very close to 
what our estimates called for. 

The addition to the male asylum is about 
completed. It is a fine fireproof building that 
we feci proud of, and the cost has been kept 
within the amount appropriated for it. 

The nursery building is almost completed, 
and will be a fine structure. The cost has ex¬ 
ceeded our estimate by about $4,000.00. This 
was caused by increase in size and better con¬ 
struction than we at first contemplated. 

We have put in a Wilson & Snyder pump of 
a capacity sufficient to pump tnree times as 
much water as we now need, and it is doing 
the work splendidly and economically. This, 
together with the improvements made in the 
manner of obtaining water from tne creek, 
has simplified the supply of water to a con¬ 
siderable extent, ancl we believe that with the 
proposed additions of a filter and purifier we 
will have a good and sufficient water supply, 
ample for many years to come. 

We have during the past year graded, 
curbed and macadamized with limestone ob¬ 
tained and crushed on our farm nearly a mile 
of good solid road, and while it may seem 
that we are spending considerable money on 
our roads, we beg to say that every improve¬ 
ment we have made has been done in a good 
and substantial manner, with a view to its 
lasting qualities. Besides the road work, we 
have laid over 40) square yards of good, solid 
brick sidewalk. 

We have also built and constructed two 
good greenhouses, 40x110 feet, the cost of 
which has been kept within the amount esti¬ 
mated, Also, we have completed a large barn 
for storing of hay and straw. 

In conclusion, we beg to say that the above 
estimates are close t and if we are expected to 
place the grounds in good shape, we must be 
allowed all that wc ha ve asked for, promising 
to expend the moneys placed at our disposal 
in a careful and economical way so as to olv- 
tain the best results.

ITxclush e of books and periodicals* this esti¬ 
mate is less than that of last year by *293, The 
estimate for salaries for Ihe main Library ex¬ 
ceeds that of last year by $1,547. This is due 

E irtfy to (he natural Increase in the work as 
lorary grows, p irtly to the additional work 
at the main Library, on account of the 
Lawrenceville Branch, and largely to our 
policy of doing in our own building more and 
more of ihe work which was formerly done 
outbid©. We find we can do the work bet ter, 
wit h a great saving of time and trouble; and 
the slight increase in the salary estimate is 
more than offset by the saving in other items. 
The salary estimate provides for three ad¬ 
ditional subordinate ass‘slants, one at $35 it 
month, and two at $30 n month These are 
sorely needed, and would relieve the tremend¬ 
ous pressure of small tilings upon the heads of 
departments, and give these heads time to de¬ 
vote to more important work. 


The estimate of $2,000 for salaries for the 
Lawrenceville Brand) is based on our expe¬ 
rience at t he main Library. It would not be 
sale to estimate less than this for efficient 
service. 

The estimates for all the other items, except 
books and periodicals, are based upon iheex- 
p ndiLures for these items during the present, 
year. Some of lhem have been increased 
slightly, on account of the additional sup¬ 
plies, eu\, fur the Lawrenceville Branch. 
But there Were nccessiry expenditures for 
other items during the present year which 
will not be required next year. Exclusive of 
salaries, books and periodicals, the estimate 
here made Ibr the coming year is $3,700 less 
than that made a year ago for the year now 
running. 

The $23,000 estimated for bonks for the main 
Library would probably purchase not- more 
than 15,000 to 18,000 volumes of t he kind needed 
here. This certainly Is not a largo addition to 
make, in one ye if. to a new library, which a 
little over two years ago had not a single vol¬ 
ume. We have not nearly enougq volumes 
lo satisfy present demands at the main Li¬ 
brary. The estimate lor books for the JjAw- 
renceville Branch includes the $5,003already 
voted b.v the Executive Committee of the 
Board of Trust* s. to provide honks with 
which to open tlie branch this spring. This 
leaves $5,<K)0 for additions during the coming 
year. Even with this we anticipate that the 
demand for books nt this branch will be 
greatly beyond the supply. 

During the present year we have paid about 
$1,000 for subscriptions to periodicals for the 
main library. The list should be largHy in¬ 
creased, especially In the line of technical pc-

To (he Presidents mtd Afemfters of the Select and 

Cowman Councils oftne City of Pittsburgh: 

Gentlemen;— The undersigned members 
of tbe investigating body created by the au¬ 
thority of an ordinance passed by you, and 
approved June 10th, 1899, desire to submit the 
following report as n statement of progress 
made during the year 1897: 

The following duties were assigned to us: 

1. To Investigate thoroughly the character 
of the present water supply of the City of 
Pittsburgh in its relation to the public health. 

2. To determine the effect of sand nit ration, 

3. To investigate the advisability Of estab¬ 
lishing a filtration plant for the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

4. To present an estimate of the cost of es¬ 
tablishing and maintaining the same. 

5. To Investigate the feasibility and advi¬ 
sability of seeking other sources of supply. 

fi. To report our findings and recommenda¬ 
tions together with such evidence as may be 
useful for Ihe guidance of Councils in tiding 
prudently and for the best public interest in 
tills matter. 

As indicated in our report, presented Janu¬ 
ary llth, 1897, wc believed that It was highly 
important, that thescrvlces of competent and 
experienced experts should be secured to 
carry on investigations and exjierimcnts un¬ 
der our general control. In order to properly 
do so, wo requested an additional appropria¬ 
tion from your honorable bodies, which was 
promptly granted. 

To curry out our ideas and make such sci¬ 
entific and engineering investigations, ex¬ 
periments and researches as should be found 
advisable, we feel that we have been fortu¬ 
nate in securing the services of the following 
gentlemen: Mr. Allen Hazen, of New York 
City, 5is consulting engineer, to have general 
charge of the work and to devote such time 
us is necessary in an advisory and consulting 












































capacity, his services to date from May 1st, 
1807; Mr. Morris Knowles, of Lawrence, Mass., 
formerly assistant engineer of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Water Board, of Boston, as resident engi¬ 
neer, to have general control of all work and 
of all assistants employed by us, his services 
to date from May 17 th, 1897: Dr. Wait her Rid¬ 
dle, of Pittsburgh, as chemist, his services to 
date from May 17tli, 1897. 

We had lipped to secure the services of hr. 
Eugene Wasdin, of the United States Marine 
Hospital service, who did fora short time act 
as our bacteriologist. However, failing to ob¬ 
tain from the Surgeon General his assign¬ 
ment to this station for the full period likely 
to be covered by our researches, we were 
obliged to look elRewhere for one who could 
devoie his whole time to the work. Mr. Wil¬ 
liam It. Copeland, formerly of the Massachu¬ 
setts Board of Health Laboratory at Law¬ 
rence, Mass., was therefore employed, as bi¬ 
ologist and bacteriologist, his services to date 
from July 1st, 1897, 

Other assistants have been employed from 
time to time in miscellaneous investigations 
and in oflice and laboratory w'ork. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. E. M. Bigelow, 
Director of Public Works, an office was as¬ 
signed for the use of our engineers on the 
.third floor of Municipal Hall. By the kind¬ 
ness of Messrs. Coster & Riddle, the chemical 
analysis have been made in their private la¬ 
boratory. Until August 23d, 1397, the biologi¬ 
cal work was performed in the laboratory of 
the Bureau of Health, Department of Public 
Safely. We desire to express our thankful 
appreciation of the facilities which have thus 
been placed at our disposal. A biological la¬ 
boratory has since been established at Bril¬ 
liant station, adjacent to our filters. 

One of the duties assigned to us was “To 
thoroughly investigate the character of the 
present water supply of the City of Pittsburgh 
and its relation to the public health.” A 
committee composed of Chancellor W, J. 
Holland, Dr. J. Guy McCandless and Dr. J. It. 
Vincent, has had this special work in charge. 

As reported last year, investigations have 
been made along the banks of the Allegheny 
and Monongahela rivers and of the larger 
tributaries of each for the greater part of their 
entire lengths. The results show that a large 
amount of sewerage is being thrown Into 
these streams from towns, villages, magu- 
factories and dwellings all along their courses. 
It is thought that this investigation has been 
carried far enough to show that the waters of 
these rivers are seriously polluted, and that 
it would greately benefit the public health if 
some means were provided by which the con¬ 
tamination of the streams in this manner 
could be prevented. Further labor in this 
direction has not seemed necessary, as there 
is every reason to believe that the result 
would only be a repetition for the remaining 
ortions of these river basins of whul has 
eon found in the parts already covered. 

Arrangements were made with Dr. Pin gene 
Wasdin to examine a uumber of samples of 
the water furnished in various parts of the 
city, and to report upon the kinds of organ¬ 
isms in the supply and particularly upon 
those, if any, which might be injurious to 
health. He examined in all fifteen samples 
of water, which were studied by t he various 
methods used for the purpose of determining 
the characteristics of the organisms present. 
His conclusions and opinions will be with¬ 
held until the publication of our final report, 
at which Lime all results, opinions and con¬ 
clusions will be presented, This work has 


been continued by a periodical determination 
of the species of bacteria and micro-organ¬ 
isms present in the river and tap waters. 

It was mentioned in our previous report to 
your honorable bodies that there are two sys¬ 
tems of filtration sunn what extensively em¬ 
ployed. These systems are known as sand 
filtrat ion and mechanical fill ration. In each 
the Uttering material is a layer of sand and 
the principal involved is the same. The most 
important difirrence-s arc that with me- 
chanicaI filtration the rate at which water 
passes through the sand is many 1 itnes greater 
than in sand filtration, and that alum or 
other coagulent is employed in connection 
with this method. Various details of con¬ 
struction and operation also differ, but the 
two points of di here nee mentioned are the 
most characteristic and essential. 

Sand-fUtration is employed very extensively 
in Europe and (he water supplies of Amster¬ 
dam, Berlin, Birmingham, Bnslau, Copen¬ 
hagen, Dublin, Hamburg, Leeds, Liverpool, 
London, >st. Petersburg, Warsaw and innu¬ 
merable smaller places arc filtered in this 
way. In the United States this method of 
filtration is employed by about a dozen mu¬ 
nicipalities. The largest cities supplied in 
ibis way are Lawrence, Poughkeepsie, Hud¬ 
son, VIt. Vernon, Far Kockawa.v and Ash¬ 
land, i he largest of ihose places being much 
smaller than Pittsburgh, 

Mechanical filtration is of American origin 
and of comparatively recent introduction, 
and has not, yet been employed for municipal 
water supplies in Europe. In the United 
States It is employed by about one hundred 
municipalities—die largest cities having 
water filtered in this way being Atlanta, Oak¬ 
land, Quincy, Terre Haute, Chattanooga, 
Daveiiportuud Little Rock. 

Sand filtration has been the subject of ex¬ 
haustive scientific researches in Europe and 
in this country, and statistics of operation 
have accumulated covering the experience of 
many years. In this country it lias found its 
most 4-xtensive use in connection with waters 
from geological formations which differ fioin 
l hose of the river busins of Pittsburgh and 
which do not carry as large amounts of mud, 
No experience has been obtained from It iiv 
this country with the muddy waters of the 
Mississippi basin, and the question has arisen 
as to wliet her or not theinudof the Allegheny 
river will prove an insurmountable obstacle 
in connection with its use. It is irue that in 
Europe it has been successfully employed for 
the purification of such streams as the Elbe, 
Oder and Wrichsel, These rivers drain areas 
somewhat comparable to those of the rivers 
at Pittsburgh, but the information in regard 
to them is not sufficiently precise or com¬ 
plete to determine what tills system will ac¬ 
complish in Pittsburgh. 

The question also presented itself as to 
whether or not preliminary sedimentation is 
necessary in connection with sand filtration 
for ihc rivers at Pittsburgh, and also as to 
what rales of filtration can be safely em¬ 
ployed, The rale of filtration which can be 
adopted depends largely upon the character 
of the water to be filtered, and the fact that 
certain rales have been successfully used 
with the waters of the Hudson and the Mmi¬ 
ni ae does not prove that similar rates can be 
employed with the waters of the Allegheny 
or Monongahela. 

We find that HI tie reliable Information is to 
be had as to the bacterial purification which 
can be effected with mechanical filtration. 
This system of filtration Is extensively etn- 
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ployed for treating l he waters of the rivers ot 
the Mississippi basin, but lias thus far been 
considered mainly in relation to Usability to 
remove in ml, and without regard toils powers 
of eliminating bacteria or disease germs. An 
elaborate series of experiments has been made 
at Louisville to throw light upon this ques¬ 
tion, but the results of these experiments, not 
having been made public, are^ unavailable for 
our use. 

We have thus felt that It is necessary to 
make experiments with mechanical filters 
a nd with sand filters to determine: First, 
what rates of filtration can be employed; 
second, whether preliminary sedimentation is 
necessary or not; third, whet.tier or not the 
mud, or other substances, present, in the river 
waters at Pittsburgh, will prevent ihe satis¬ 
factory operation of such filters; fourth, 
whether the sand available at Pittsburgh is 
suitable or not ; fiflh, numerous other ques¬ 
tions, rein ting to construction and operation, 
which have bearings upon the exact forms of 
filters to be adopted 

It was decided, therefore, to construct two 
small sand fitters and a sedimentation basin 
for experimental purposes. These were built 
in such a way that they reproduce accurately 
a section of a large plant constructed in ac¬ 
cordance with the principles of the bent an- 
gineeriog practice. Arrangement* were also 
made with two manufacturer* of mechanical 
filters for ihe installation of plants to give a 
practical demonstration of what their systems 
would do. 

All of these filters, while comparatively 
small and built for experimental purposes, 
are not mere models. They are actual plants, 
constructed on a small area, of full dimensi ns 
vertically, ended with full reference to the 
actual conditions to which they would be sub¬ 
ject in practice. In Ihe sand filters the depth 
of sand. Ihe depth of gravel and under drains, 
the depth of water over the sand, t he char¬ 
acter of the sand and ihe rate oft he filtration 
of the water through t lie sand, are all as t hey 
would be in a plant sufficiently large to 
purify the water for the entire city, 

Experiments were made at Lawrence, 
Mass., with small filters, and certain results 
were obtained. The city of Lawrence after¬ 
wards eons true! ed n filter, based largely upon 
the results of those experiments, and the re¬ 
sults obtained fiom the city filter have been 
In every respect as good, and in some respects 
better than those which were secured from 
the experimental filters. The same can be 
confidently predicted for Pittsburgh, should a 
municipal plant be planned along the lilies 
indicated by our experiments. With me¬ 
chanical filtration Ute same Is equally true, 
and f he results obtained from the plants in¬ 
stalled will be in every respect representative 
of what could be secured from a municipal 
plant. 

Invitations to install their filters for the 
purposes of experiment in Die city of Pitts¬ 
burgh were sent upon June lfith, 1897, to the 
following filter companies: The Cumberland 
Manufacturing Company of Boston, the 
Mot ison-Jewell Filtration Company of New 
York, the New York Filter Manufactur¬ 
ing Company of New York, the Continental 
Filter Company of New York and the Loomis- 
Manning Filter Com pan v of Philadelphia, 
Pn. All of tliesc companies declined to ac¬ 
cept the terms of the test as originally pro¬ 
posed by us. 

Subsequently, upon August 20th, agree¬ 
ments were drawn up with the Cumberland 
Manufacturing Company and the TMorison- 


Jewell Filtration Company for establishing 
their filters for experimental purposes. 
These agreements provide that each company 
shall furnish, free on board the cars at point 
of manufarture, a complete fl 1 ter, w i t h alum 
apparatus and regulating device, also furnish 
a competent superintendent to supervise the 
erection of the same, and to loan tlie filter for 
experimental purposes to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh without recompense, for a period not 
later than January 1st,. 1899. The city pays all 
freigilt charges to Brilliant- Station, furnishes 
all labor and material necessary for the er¬ 
ection of the filters, and the necessary power, 
labor, alum and water for operating the filt¬ 
ers. It is furthermore provided that at the 
conclusion of the experiments the cit> shall 
take down, pack and deliver free on board the 
cars at Brilliant Station, all parts of the filter. 
It is agreed that the companies shall have 
information from time to time as to the bac¬ 
teriological, chemical and mechanical results 
secured with its own filter, but these results 
shall be regarded as confidential, until we 
make our final report to your honorable 
bodies. 

These agreements with the filter compan¬ 
ies were approved by you, and signed Oc¬ 
tober 18th, 1897. Owing to this delay in mak¬ 
ing negotiations, and later in confirming 
the agreements, and also to certain patent- 
litigations between different filter manufactur¬ 
ers, which has caused the trial of various m w 
devices, ihe installation of the mechanical fil¬ 
ters has been much delayed, Their operation 
will begin about t lie middle of January, 1898. 

The sand fitters were completed and put in¬ 
to operation on July tilth. 1897, and we have 
already observed their action for a period oi 
five months. Dining most of this time their 
efficiency with the water of the Allegheny 
river lias been in all respects as good us that 
of similar filters in use on.Eastern and Euro¬ 
pean rivers. During a few periods of mode¬ 
rate flood, when the river has been quite 
muddy, it lias been necessary to scrape the 
filters frequently, and the purification ob¬ 
tained, although very good, has been less per¬ 
fect than at oilier times. The necessity for 
preliminary sedimentation at these times has 
been made apparent. The operation of the 
filter, receiving water from which a large part 
of the mud has been removed by sedimenta¬ 
tion, lias been at these times much more satis¬ 
factory than that of the fi ter which lias re¬ 
ceived the vvaLer directly from the river. One 
of the vital points to be settled by our investi¬ 
gations has thus been already determined. It 
will require further observations to determine 
other important questions, such as the rate of 
filtration which can be successfully employed 
tli rough out the year. The sand filters have 
thus far been operated at a rate of 8,000,000 
gallons per acre daily. 

At Worms, in Germany, filters arc in use 
which are composed of plates of artificial sand 
stone. These plates are hollow and are about 
forty inches square. Through the kindness of 
Hon. William Fiinn we have-been able to se¬ 
cure six of these plates. They have been ar¬ 
ranged in two batteries of three each, for the 
purpose of testing their efficiency with unset* 
tied river water, and also with water from 
which the gross Impurities have been in part 
removed bv chemical precipitation, ns we are 
1 informed Id done in Germany. These plates 
have been in operation since November 251 h, 
1807. 

We wore also asked to look Into the advisa¬ 
bility of establishing a filtration plant in 
Pittsburgh and to present an estimate of the 
cost of establishing and maintaining the 










same. The results obtained from the experi¬ 
ments upon the sand filters, which have been 
in operation for the longest time, are not suffi¬ 
cient, and we have practically no results from 
the other methods of filtration, therefore con¬ 
clusions and opinions upon the two points in¬ 
dicated are necessarily deferred until the en¬ 
tire investigations arc completed and the re¬ 
sults known. 

We were also instructed to investigate “The 
feasibility and advisability of seeking other 
sources of supply.” A committee consisting 
of Hon. William FI inn, Messrs. K. M . Rige- 
low, S. [). Warmeastle and James M. Bailey, 
has this subject in charge. The problem has 
been considered to some extent, and further 
attention will he pa id to it in order that a 
conclusive opinion may be presented in the 
final report. In the following table is pre¬ 
sented a financial statement’ showing the 
amounts of money already expended for 
various purposes.

Because it was a hu¬ 
man impossibility to meet it. The returns 
aggregating $247,076.11 were remarkable re¬ 
turns.

From page 39 to page 10 of report, will be 
foil ml a detailed statement of Street and 
Sewer claims, on which the two years had ex¬ 
pired, and which were presented at this office 
by contractors for verification ami interest 
calculations, preparatory to the obtainment 
of judgments. These claims aggregate, in 
round numbers $500,000, including the judg¬ 
ment claim of Sloan, Mcllvaine and Ott Bros., 
for 8173,003.65, obtained last year.

Many of the foregoing items cannot he cut. 
Education, interest, sinking funds are abso¬ 
lutely fixed. These Items alone exceed $2,006, 
090. Salaries, Contingent and Finance Funds, 
Printing, Board of Assessors, Interest to Con¬ 
tractors, Advertising Delinquent Tax List, 
are items not more than sufficient the meet 
the demands that will be made on these ap¬ 
propriations. Pruning, therefore, will have 
to be confined very largely to the department 
estimates, or else directed to Judgments and 
outstanding warrants. Jf to the latter, It 
simply means postponement of debts, which 
will nave to be met at a future day with 
superaded interest. The largest amount of 
revenue that can reasonably be expected from 
all sources, outside of the tax-levy, Is 8l,800,0(in. 
The amount received from these sources 
during the year just closed was 81,541,228.- 
20. A tax-levying ordinance, therefore, 
providing 80,978,271.18, would come very dost: 
to a 20 mill tax. Throw out the $760,000 for 
bridges, in estimate of Ikpartment of Public 
Works, and It reduces the gross amount to 
$6,278,271.18 and leaves the revenue to be 
raised by tax-levy at $4,478,271.18. Tills means 
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on a property valuation of $264,000,000 a tax 
rate of just about 17 mills. 1 do not believe 
any taxpayer in this city has any desire to 
see either a 2i) or a 17 mill tax the present 
year. What is the best tiling to do? This is 
a problem which I believe everyone is anxious 
to solve in the interest uf the city. The mu¬ 
nicipal expenses are very much greater than 
they were ten years a^o. There are good rea¬ 
sons for much of this increase. People cannot 
enjoy metropolitan luxuries without paying 
for them. The people demand clean streets, 
electric lights, free bridges, free libraries, con¬ 
servatories, zoological gardens, improved 
water works, ornamented parks, magnificent 
engine houses and patrol stations, additional 
high schools, grand boulevards and beautiful 
lakes. These things cannot be had or enjoyed 
without money. They add very materially to 
the expenses of the municipal government. 
And what next do the people want? They 
demand filtered water. The impression pre¬ 
vails very largely now that fully half the per* 
who die in this city die from the effects of im- 

} mre water. Whether this be true or riot, a 
titration plant, sufficient to supply allour 
people with pure water, must be very prompt¬ 
ly provided hy this city. There is no escape 
from this. How can this improvement be 
made? Only by a bond issue of at least $2,090,- 
000. What is the condition of our bonded in¬ 
debtedness at the present time? Bet me give 
you un exact statement of this indebtedness:

Therefore, we will have by the 
1 st of next month a net Indebtedness of 
811^11.346.46, as compared with a netindebled- 
ne-s of $23,800,010,30 ise ven tee n years ago. And 
by May 1st, we will have a gross bonded in¬ 
debtedness of $15,37< 1,001.87, as compared with 
a gross bonded indebtedness of $14,663,557.44, 
In the year 1881. This gross Indebtedness, mo, 
will cost the city $ 200,000 less in annual in¬ 
terest than the debt that existed seventeen 
years ago. This is not a bad exitibifc, as com¬ 


pared with that of the good old times of which 
we sometimes dream. But 1 must hasten. 

In view of the fact that the city will be forced, 
doubtless, within a year to make a loan of 
$ 2 , 000,000 for filtration purposes, I would. If 
I bad the power, go to the people with a pro¬ 
position tor a loan of about So,QU 0 ,U 00 , for the 
following purposes: 

For a filtration plant..$ 2,000,000 

To wipe out entirely, existing 

deficiency. 1,500,000 

To complete the boulevards. 300,000 

To meet pending judgments. 500,000 

For erection and permanent repair 
of bridges... 700,000 

At the present price of money, such a loan 

at 3 % per eent. would cost the city 8175,000 in 
annual interest, and for sinking funds $160,667. 
The loan could be made in such a manner as 
to have $166,067 redeemable every year, thus 
annually reducing the debt by lhe amount of 
the Kinking Fund Approprialion, and at 
same time cutting down the annual interest 
charge. Such a loan would increase lhe 
annual tux-levy about 1 % mills, and ii xvould 
eliminate from the Appropriation Ordinance 
the estimates for bridges, for judg¬ 
ments, for outstanding warrants, and in¬ 
sure a tax rale of about 13 % mills, 
ft would prevent deficiencies in the 
future to a very large degree, for the rea¬ 
son that the taxes returned by the Treasurer 
to the Delinquent Tax Collector each vear 
would be offset by the returns to the Trea¬ 
surer by the Delinquent Collector for same 
year. As it is now, the returns of the Delin¬ 
quent Tax Collector for a given year, are used 
to cover the deficiency of the preceding year. 
It would also make unnecessary the borrow¬ 
ing of large amounts of money from the 
banks, thus saving the city from $ 10,000 to 
$15,000 in annual interest. I am aware that 
this would revolutionize a system that has 
prevailed for many years, but I believe the 
time has come for the change. The deficiency 
has been growing year by year. Whether it 
should be canceled by an increase In the tax- 
levy, or by a loan, is a matter for councils and 
the people to determine. Aly views are bind¬ 
ing on neither. It is true, as has been stated, 
that as an offset to this deficiency of almost 
$1,500,000, there are collectable outstanding 
taxes and assessments aggregating about 
$1,000,000. These taxes and assessments are 
not, however, available for the present needs 
of the city. Borne of them may not be avail¬ 
able for years to come. They are assets, but 
it requires money and not assets to run the 
city government. Why should $300,600 more 
money be borrowed for boulevards? Simply 
because the $500,000 already borrowed will not 
complete the work. To this dilemma there 
are but two horns: Either supply the addi¬ 
tional money by direct, tax or secure it by a 
loan. Without such a loan, I cannot see how 
an honest tax-levying ordinance can be 
framed the present year with a tax rate much 
below 17 mills. With it, I can see no reason 
why the Uix rate should exceed 14 mills for a 
number of years to come. 

1 have written somewhat at length in the 
hope that ruy remarks and suggestions might 
be of some use to the Finance Committee 
and your honorable bodies in the preparation 
of the tux-levying and appropriation ordi¬ 
nances for Lhe ensuing year.

To the Honorable Committee on Public Safely, 

Pittsburgh , Pa : 

Gentlemen At your last meeting I pre¬ 
sented to you an award for one Ahrens fourth 
size steam lire engine to the American Fire 
Engine Company of Seneca Falls, N. Y. It 
seems that some objections were made to the 
approval of this award, and the same was 
held over for some information, which I give 
you fully and in detail. 

When 1 advertised for a fourth size steam 
fire engine It was for the purpose of placing 
the same in No. 20 engine house. Thirteenth 
ward, where there are a great many bills and 
difficult streets for the fire apparatus to cover, 
making the necessity for a light and easy 
running engine imperative. At present there 
is stationed at this house a third size engine, 
admirablo adapted for use in the new engine 
house in the Twenty-first ward. 

When the advertisement appeared In the 

f janers for this engine the various engine 
milders stated to me frankly that the engine 
companies had entered into an agreement to 
have among the manufacturers a minimum 
price, below w hich they were, as agents, not 
permitted to give a figure. 

As I understand it, the American Fire 
Engine Company owns and controls the fol¬ 
lowing steam fire engine companies, to wit: 
The Ahrens, the Clapp <fc Jones, the Silsby, 
the Button and the American. Tne LaFrance 
Co., is a large manufacturer of fire engines 
and builds for the trade themselves. The 
Manchester Loco motive Co., manufactures 
what is known as the Amoskeag, These are 
the only engine companies in the United 
States making a specialty of engine building, 
and their agreement fixing the minimum 
price is to protect themselves. The Thomas 
Manning Co., of Cleveland, Ohio, is a small 
general engine works, occasionally building 
a steam fire engine. Mr Manning formerly 
did the repairing for the Cleveland fire 
engines, much in a similar manner as Reese 
*fc Co, repair for the city of Pittsburgh. Their 
head man was a Mr. Moore, who it seems 
devised a very good boiler, but subsequently 
left Manning and is now in the employ of the 
F^aFranee Co. 

Mr. Manning wrote me that be would not 
bid on the fourth size engine, as he had no 
facilities for building engines of that kind. 

I wrote to twelve of the leading cities of the 
country in reference to prices for fourth size 
engines, and the number they had in service, 
similar to the one desired by the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and they replied as follows, to wit:

You will observe that in Chicago, where 
they have ten of the fourth size the price was 
33,250.00, unpainted, and to paint an engine 
costs in the neighborhood of one hundred 
dollars. 

I do not understand that there is a pool 
among the manufacturers of engines in the 
sense that many of the large manufacturing 
interests of the United States are alleged to be 
pooled, to wit: to control the trade and 
market, but an agreement to fix the mini¬ 
mum price that shall not be at a price 
ruinous to manufacturers. 

My Judgment, gentlemen, is that there is no 
way to obtain this steam engine but to accept 
one of these bids, they being all at the figure 

of 83,200. 

It is important that this matter be passed 
upon speedily if the engine is to be ready to 
place in service in the Twenty-first ward at 
the time of completion of the house. 

These statements and figures can be verified 
by calling M. S. Humphreys, Chief Engineer 
of the Bureau of Fire, before you.

dition of affairs existing there was a menace 
lo the health and safety of the public; and 
the emergency being such as required prompt 
and active measures in the interests of hu¬ 
manity and the public health and safely I 
deem it. my duty to recommend that your 
honorable bodies make suitable provision for 
the extraordinary expenses necessarily in¬ 
curred in the work which had to be done.

In explanation uf these differences, there Is 
in the Bureau of Fire an increase of Si I),000.00 
and Police $11 1 000.00, made necessary by the 
addition of forty men to the police force and 
lour teen men to the Bureau of Fire, 

This is In accordance with ordinances passed 
more than a year ago, and we have no hesita¬ 
tion in saying that the citizens, more espe¬ 
cially those of the East End, will endorse the 
employment of a greater number of men on 
the police force, as the rapid growth in that 
poriion of our city makes it necessary that 
the heats in tin it vicinity should be decreased 
in area ho that there shall tie more protection 
given to life and property in that locality 

There is also an item of 833,80000 for a lot 
and engine house in the Twentieth ward. 
This, the largest, and wealthiest portion of our 
city, is without adequate fire protection, and 
it will not only answer the purpose of greater 
safety of valuable property In thin vicinity, 
bill also will extend its protective wing to the 
adjacent wards. 

There is an item of $5,000.00 to be used in full 
or such part as may be necessary, during the 
Knights Templar Conclave in October. As 
there will be a large influx of strangers in our 
city during that time, it is only proper that 
the p..lice force Nhonld be augmented so that 
no accident or special depredations should be 
allowed during the time that these strangers 
are within our gates. 

There is also an increase in the Bureau of 
Building Inspection. As each year rolls by, 
owing lo the number and the iitipor ance of 
our buildings, it requires much more care 
than it did originally. 

The total increase amounts to 580,855.00. 
There is a decrease in the general office ex¬ 
penses of $15,200.00, and in the Bureau of 
Health, 33,000.00. Making a total decrease of 
$18,200.00, having the net Increase In this de¬ 
partment $32,055.00. 

In the Department of Public Works there Is 
an increase in the Highway and Sewer Bureau 
of $9,283x0. As you are no doubt aware, the 
new streets and sewers added to our highway 
and sewer system require an additional outlay 
every year. In (he item of city property there 
is an increase of $33,117.01. This is made neces¬ 
sary by the necessity of placing new elevators 
in Pity Hah and refurnishing the Council 
Clumbers, as well as.the addition of an electric 
plant in City Hall. That building will he oc¬ 
cupied ns one of ibe headquarters of the 
Knights Templar and for Ihe credit of the city 
wc Ihink. this should be done during this pres- 
cm year. The furnistuuent of City Hall was 
placed there many years ago, and has been 
us^d so long that there is not a whole or com¬ 
fortable chair^n either Council chamber. 

Another reason for expenditures in Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works is lo be found in ihe 
passage, at ihe lust session of the Legislature, 
of the law Hiniiiirg the daily hours ol labor in 
municipal employment to eight hoars. 


The Wilier Supply and Distribution Bureau 
asks an increase of SG-l.OOo.OO. This increase i.s 
I proper in the item of 575.UU0.00 for the exten¬ 
sion of the water pipe system. The growth of 
the city in the East Bud requires a large ex¬ 
penditure for this iiem annually, bin it is 
more in the nature oian investment, for, in a 
few years, these extensions wi/1 amply refund 
the city for this expenditure. 

I The Bureau of Public Parks requires fin ad¬ 
dition ot $Ai,uOO.OO to lust year's appropriation. 

1 The acquisition of the parks on the -South 
Side, and the care of the new zoological gar¬ 
dens in Highland Park make this item neces¬ 
sary. The repaving requires an additional 
expenditure of #72,3(10.00. Sebcdiilly, ibis re¬ 
port will show yon where this money is to be 
spent, and, while the same Item wns much 
less last year, wc think that the residents of 
the various streets to be repaved will un¬ 
questionably endorse Ibis item. The only 
difficulty I hat your committee has had to con¬ 
tend with in t his regard is the fact (hat half a 
million of dollars might have been judiciously 
speut. ou our streets. 

The Item of bridges is increased 51,900.00.

Gentlemen :—It is of the utmost im¬ 
portance to the health of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and to the proper administration of 
the affairs connected with the Bureau of 
Health, that in case of Infectious diseases, 
such as small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
&c., there should be a proper auri judicial dis¬ 
infecting of the premises in which thedisease 
has been, and a proper and immediate disin¬ 
fecting of all clothing and bedding connected 
therewith or coming in contact with said dis¬ 
ease, for the reduction of the death rate in the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

In most of the cities of the United States 
this matter of proper disinfecting of infectious 
diseases is receiving great attention, and being 
handled with great success. Looking to this 
end, and the reduction of the death rate, and 
the prevention and spreading of these highly 
perilous diseases, the City of Pittsburgh, in 
J896, ereotea on property of the municipal hos¬ 
pital and up-to-date disinfecting plant, equip¬ 
ping it with ihe most modern and scientific 
machinery and appliances. It has never been 
used for the reason that no provision has ever 
been made for the money necessary for its 
running expenses and the costof maintaining 
tiie same and paying the salaries of a proper 
disinlecting corps, aiul the said plant has re¬ 
mained idle and inoperative verv greatly to 
the detriment of the public health and the 
proper reduction and controlling of infectious 
diseases. 

I would, therefore, respectfully ask your 
honorable bodies to pass a resolution author¬ 
izing the Department of Public safety to lease 
said plant and machinery for a term not ex¬ 
ceeding three years, under such reasonable 
health rules and regulations us will iusure the 
proper disinfecting of dwellings, beds, bedding 
and clothing of persons afflicted with diseases 
classed as contagious; said lease in its terniR 
and conditions to be subject to theapproval of 


councils. The rules and regulations intended 
to govern, supervise and control said lease to 
be prepared bv the Department of Public 
Safety, and subject, also, to the approval of 
Councils of the Oily of Pittsburgh, upon such 
terms as the department may be able to make 
that will secure the best interests of the 
Bureau of Health and the best interests of the 
City of Pittsburgh. 

I have no hesitancy in saying that, while 
the city ought to get, a proper remuneration, 
it is not a matter of first importance. The real 
end and object should be the reduction of the 
death rale, controlling and prevention of the 
spread of infectious diseases among the people 
of the City of Pittsburgh. I trust, therefore, 
that a resolution will be adopted by your 
honorable bodies that will, without delay, 
place this valuable adjunct to the regulation 
of health affairs of the city, in operation, 
thereby at once saving human life and human 
suffering. 

This lease ought to contain a clause requir¬ 
ing whoever obtains control of the same to 
file a proper bond with the City Controller for 
the proper care and maintenance of the ma¬ 
chinery and plant. 

I am greatly in earnest that every means 
and appliance possible within the reach and 
control of the City of Pittsburgh and the 
Bureau of Health should at all times be used 
and exerted for the constant reduction of the 
death rate, and the constant prevention of 
this scourge known as contagious diseases. 
I, therefore earnestly request a prompt con¬ 
sideration of this important public question.

an engineer of reputation, as consulting engi¬ 
neer, for one year from May 1st, 1897, for the 
sum of $i,000 and traveling expenses, which 
will include personal services for 120 days, dis¬ 
tributed throughout the year at such times as 
the work may require; the services of ids sten¬ 
ographer and clerk attending to the corre¬ 
spondence, filing and tabulating reports, as¬ 
sisting in the preparation of estimates and 
final report to the Commission; said services 
not to occupy more Mian hair of his time; par¬ 
tial use of his New York office, with station¬ 
ery, postage, etc., and use of his sand analysis 
apparatus, which will secure to the Commis¬ 
sion all necessary sand analyses without 
other cost. If any change In the number of 
days employed in the work, $25 per day to be 
added or deducted, as the case may be, time to 
be reckoned as all time necessarily spent upon 
the work, whether in Pittsburgh or New York, 
or in visiting other plants, if that should be 
advisable; every working day spent in Pitts¬ 
burgh to be reckoned as one day. Time spent 
in New York office to be reckoned In days or 
fractions of days as actually spent upon the 
work. The drawing up of final report and 
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any other matters to be attended to in New 
York office, whore it can better be done, and 
where special facilities are afforded for such 
work. Monthly statements of traveling ex¬ 
cuses and time employed, if found correct, to 
e paid promptly. 

We have also employed Mr. Morris Knowles, 
Of Lawrence, Mass., who has had considerable 
experience In such work, as resident engineer, 
at 83,000 per annum up to May 17th, 1898. 

We have also employed Dr. Walther Riddle, 
of Pittsburgh, as chemist, at a salary of $125 
per month, up to May 17th, 1898.

When so exe¬ 
cuted said bonds shall be sold at not less tiian 
par value by the City Controller, under the 
direction of the Finance Committee, to the 
highest and best bidder after 10 days public 
notice in the official newspapers of the city of 
Pittsburgh and one daily newspaper in each 
of the cities of Boston, New York and Phila¬ 
delphia. In said notice bids shall be invited 
on said bonds to be sold at a rate of interest 
of per cent, per annum, and also at a rate 
of interest of 4 per cent, per annum; and the 
Finance Committee shall accept the bid moat 
advantageous to the city, said committee re¬ 
serving the right to reject any or all bids. The 
proceeds arising from the sale of said bonds 
shall be paid into the City Treasury and ap¬ 
plied by the Controller to the redemption and 
payment of said maturing indebtedness.

and described as follows, to wit: 

Beginning at a pin at the southeast corner of 
Eugenia street and Florence avenue; thence 
southwardly along the eastern side ol 
Florence avenue 640 feet to a pin; thence 
westwardly along the southern side of 
Matilda street 539 38-100 feet to the south¬ 
east corner of Matilda and West streets; 
thence southwardly along the eastern side of 
West street, 256 feet to a pin; thence north 90° 
25' west 20 feet to the line of land formerly 
owned by William Boggs, now deceased; 
thence south 1° 10' west along said Boggs’ land 
737 feet to the line of land formerly belonging 
to Mrs. Chess, now known as the “Band! 
farm;” thence north 88° east 2448.5 feet to a post 
on the line of land formerly of the heirs of Jere¬ 
miah Knox, deceased, now the borough of 
Knoxville; thence north 1° 10'west along the 
line of the borough of Knoxville 1485.5 feet 
more or less to a point 112.5 feet southwardly 
i from Eugenia street; thence westwardly by a 
line parallel with Eugenia street 280 feet to 
the eastern side of Marguerite avenue; thence 
southwardly along Marguerite avenue 728 feet 
to a pin; thence westwardly along the sout h¬ 
ern side of Charles street 928 feel to the west¬ 
ern side of Helen avenue: thence n.orthwardly 
I along the western side oi Helen avenue 840.5 
feet to Eugenia street; thence westwardly 
along the southern side of Eugenia 
Btreet 665 feet to the place of beginning, 
containing about 63 acres, more or less, for the 
i consideration of One thousand dollars per 
acre, and which said consideration is hereby 
I made payable out of the money raised upon 
the ponds issued by the City of Pittsburgh 
under and by virtue of an ordinance entitled, 
“An Ordinance authorizing the submission to 
the electors of the City of Pittsburgh, the ques¬ 
tion of increasing the Indebtedness of the said 
city, for the purpose of acquiring, extending, 
enlnrgingand improving public parks in said 
city, and constructing necessary roads and 
bridges therein,” approved January 15, 1895, 
and charge the same to the account of the pro¬ 
ceeds from the sale of bonds. 

Sec. 2. That the sum of Sixty four thousand 
dollars, (or as much thereof as shall pay for 
the aforesaid described piece of ground at the 
rate of One thousand dollars per acre), of the 
proceeds arising from the sale of bonds issued 
for the purpose of acquiring, extending, en¬ 
larging and improving public parks, under 
ana by virtue of an ordinance, entitled, “An 
Ordinance authorizing the issuing of bonds 
for the purpose of furnishing a general water 
supply and distribution, acquiring, extending 
and improving public parks including neces¬ 
sary roads and bridges therein, acquiring 
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ground, paying damages and expenses for 
opening, grading, paving and improving two 
boulevards or main highways and purchasing 
land for the erection of engine houses and 
other public building# for the use of the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety, purchasing a fire 
boat for Are protection, and providing for the 
redemption ol the same,” approved April 23, 
A, D, 1895, shall be and the same is hereby set 
apart and appropriated for the payment to 
the said Thomas S. Maple, for the purchase of 
that certain tractof land situate in the Thirty- 
eighth ward of the City of Pittsburgh, as here* 
tnbefore described, and that upon proper exe¬ 
cution and delivery of deed or deeds in fee 
simple for the same, the City Controller be 


and is hereby authorized and directed to issue 
hts certificate on the Mayor for a warrant in 
payment for the'cost of said tract oi land, and 
charge the same to the account of the pro¬ 
ceeds arising from the sale of bonds as author¬ 
ized for t he improvement of parks. 

Sec. 3. That any ordinance or pan of or¬ 
dinance conflicting with the provisions of 
this ordinance be and the same is hereby re¬ 
pealed so far as the same affects this ordin¬ 
ance.
